HE DOES NOT LIKE FORAKER, 


CONGRESSMAN BUTTERWORTH EX- 


PRESSES HIS UNDYING HOSTILITY. 

CINCINNATI, June 21,—The Hon, Benjamin 
Butterworth, Congressman from the eastern 
Cincinnati district, has been at the Burnet 
House several days holding a sort of continued 
reception. His rooms have been thronged from 
morning until evening, and later. He is known 
to be hostile to Foraker, and yesterday allewed 
& peppery criticism on Joseph Benson to go 
into print. Speaking about it to-day, he said: 

“Reporters often misquote ohne, but I have 
satd that Foraker is sui. generis, and that his 
methods and my methods are so far apart that 
there is no possibility of their coming together, 
unless ‘one of us—I will not say Which one— 


should change for the better. The trouble with 
many of our party leaders, and with some of 
our newspapers, is that they decline to de- 
neunce men and methods for fear of develop- 
ing antagonistic factions in the ranks. 
There is a tendency to ignore the reek- 
ing putrefaction that threatens the very 
stamina of the organization in Ohio, in order 
that a few petty factions may be conciliated. 
Five thousand voters that represent the worst 
element of politics in this city are practically 
dictating to the sixty thousand that believe in 
wholesome, clean methods. IfI had the power, 
I would abolish the Boara of Public Aftairs in 
tive minutes. Three-fourths of the Republican 
voters agree with me. Of course, the Govern- 
or’s responsibility a3 an administrator invludes 
local affairs. That is what we elected him for.” 

This remark of Mr. Butterworth is particu- 
larly significant here where there is much 
opporition to the board appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Butterworth’s remarks are under- 
stood to mean that Foraker will have the Con- 
gressman’s opposition for any otfice he seeks. 
The newspaper referred to is supposed to be 
the Commercial Gazette. Butterworth’s remarks 
excite wide comment. Asked what he would 
do in the coming campaign, Mr. Butterworth 
said he thought Dakota would be a more fruit- 
ful tield and he would go‘ there early in Juiy to 


take part in the Congressional campaign in that 


State. 
CoLuMBus, Ohio, June 21.—The Republican 
primary elections were held to-night, great 


interest being taken in the result. The contest 
Was a good-natured one, the fight being be- 
tween candidates desirous of being delegates to 
the State Convention. ‘he entire delegation, with 
pessibly one or two exceptions, will be solid for 
Gov. Foraker, who aiready bas over three hun- 
dred in sight. The indications now point to the 
Governor’s renomination, after local favorites 
have been given a, cemplimentary vote. Ex- 
Speaker Lampson or ex-Senator Conrad will 
probably securé the second place on the ticket.

AT SAYBROOK. 

SAYBROOK, Conn., June 21.—Fenwick Hall 
was gayly covered with flags to-day in honor of 
the banquet which the Army and Navy Club of 
Connecticut held this evening.

WORRIED ABOUT DIPHTHERIA. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 21.—The State Board of 
Health endeavored to have a law passed last 
Winter that would enable it to step in where no 
local Health Board exists, in case of disease 
becoming epidemic, and organize a local boura. 
This bill slumbered and died in the Senate com- 
mittee at the urgent solivitation of Senator 
Dean, it is said. 

This was designed for such emergencies as 
now existin Leng Island City. The Common 
Council failed to contirm a Health Board. 

Secretary of the state Board of Health Balch 
has done all he can in the present emergency. 
— —— he directed letters to the Mayors of 
New-York and Brookiyn in these words: ** Hay- 
ing been informed that diphtheria exists to au 
alarming extent in Long Island City, you are 
hereby notified of such report, and requested to 
take such precaution against the spread 
of the disease to your city as may 
seem to be necessary. You are_ further 
notified that there is no Board of Health in 
Long Island City and the State board is power- 
less to act for the preservation of the public 
health, the Jaw only allowing jurisdictiou 
through local boards. The State Board of 
Health has used every endeavor, without avail, 
to have a Board of Health erganized in Lung 
Isiand.City, and also to secure such legislation 
as would ‘enable it to act in such an emer- 
gency.” ;

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A MASONIC SENSATION 


THE CERNEAU RITE ODE- 
CLARED * OLANDESTINE.” 
PENNSYLVANIA’S GRAND MASTER EN- 
GAGES IN A LIVELY CONTROVERSY 

—AN APPEAL TO THE CRAFT. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 21.—Considerabre ex- 
citement has prevailed for some time past in 
the Masonic circles of Pennsylvania over the 
condemnation by Grand Master McCalla of a 
lodge belonging to what is known as the Cer- 
neau Rite of Scottish Masonry, established in 
Scranton about a’year azo with sixty members. 
The introduction of the Cerneau Rite into this 
region was regarded by the Ancient Northern 
Jurisdiction as a sort of Masonic schism. It 
was alleged against the new rite that it con- 
ferred degrees easily, unworthily, and cheaply, 
and sometimes sold its honors for solid cash. 
As a result of this, men of no merit whatever 
were found displaying evidences of Masonic 
dignity to which they were not-entitled, and 
these and other offenses moved the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania to declare the Cerneau 
Rite “‘ clandestine.” 

Immediately afterward, Grand Master Clifford 
P. ‘McCalla of Pennsylvania issued an edict 
calling on all loyal Masons within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Northern Scattish Rite to withdraw 
from the Cerneau Lodges or be expelled from 
the order. There was a general compliance 
with the terms of this edict, but Past Master 
Asa B. Stevens. of this city, a veteran Mason, 
who had been Commander of the Scranton 
Lodge, has appealed from the decision of the 
Grand Lodge to the Master Masons of the 
Ancient Northern Jurisdiction, and his appeal 
will be acted upon at the meeting which takes 
place about two months hence, 

A spirited correspondence has been held be- 
tween Past Master Stevens and: Grand Master 


McCalia and printed copies of it have been sent 
to members of the Masonic craft throughout 
the country. Itis addressed by Mr, Stevens 
“to all Freé and Accepted Masons of Pennsyl- 
vania and the Masonic jurisdiction belonging 
thereto,” and asks, “ Is Ancient Craft Masonry 
in danger?’ “Is the creature greater than the 
creator?” “Can the Grand Master do no 
wrong?” . 

The circular then.goes on to say 


Is it true that a Grand Master ‘of, Penrisylvania 
was given tho. thirty-third degree of the A. A. 
Rite by the Northern Jovrisdiclion of Scottish 
Masonry as a reward for defending their rie! Or 
that $60,000 or any part thereof has been paid for 
the same purpose? Must & Master Mason sur- 
reuder his rights as an Awerican citizen in order to 
retain, membership in the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
vania 4 — 

“The above questions are suggested to the care- 
fal consideration of the craft as the natural deduc- 
tions to be arawn from the edicts and subsequent 
actions of the Grand Masters. of Pennayl¥ania in 
disposing of the controversy between the Northern 
Jurisdiction and the Cerneau Rite of A. A. scottish 
Rite Masonry in Penrsylvania. ; . 

“When about two years ago consistories of the 
A. A. Bite as established by illustrious Joseph 
Cerneau in New-York in 1807 were instituted in 
Pennsylvania, circulars were immediately issuea 
by the Northern Jurisdiction denouncing the rite 
in the most emphatic manner and verseculiug and 
berating brother Masons who united with it. so 
notorious was the opposition mate that it was 

enly boasted on the streets. of our cities by 
the members of the Southern Jurisdiction 
that they had $60,000 tv crush ont Cer- 
neau Masonry in Pernsylvania; that the 
Grand Master was iven the... thirty-third 
degree to defend their rite, and that they held the 
trump cards and were going to play them. The 
matter was subsequently brought into the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania, and culminated in the edict 
of Grand Master McCalla of Jan. 21,1889. In view 
of this edict the following petition was presented to 
the Grand Ledge at its quarterly communication 
held in Maroh, 1889, which the Grand Master de- 
clined to entertain: 


Here follows a copy of the petition ‘setting 
forth the edict declaring that as the Coérneau 
Rite not only claims, but has exercised, the au- 


thority to confer the three degrees of Ancient: 


Masonry, it was therefere a “clandestine” body, 
and that it was un-Masonic for Master Masons 
to affiliate or unite with said rmtce The peti- 
tion adds that in accordance with this edict, the 
petitioners, being loyal Masons, séveréed their 
connections with. said Cerheau Rite, but that 
by reason of the edict afvrementioned they 
stand eondemned as having wilfully or care- 
lessly united themselves with an association 
whose teachings compelled them to violate their 
obligations 2&8 Master Masouos. Théy protest 
that this odinm has been “unjustly” 
cast upon them, as the body to which 
they wvelonged does not ‘‘and never has 
claimed jurisdiction over the first degrees of 
Ancient Masonry, or made.any other clajms in- 
consistent with this or_any other Grand Lodge 
of Masons.” ‘The petition’ closes by asking an 
investigation into the allegation, that the 
Cerneau Rite did confer the degrées named, 
The petition was not entertained, but in a brief 
note Grand Master McCalla courteously ac- 
knowledged it, thanks the petitioners, Messrs, 
Stevens, Amsden, Lewis, Zimmerman, ahd 
Bowman, for their “manly, loyal, aud trily 
Masonic conduct’ in severing connection with 
the so-called Cerneau Rite, and assures them 
that ‘the past is all forgiven and will be. for- 
gotten.” : : at 
This, however, does not satisfy Past Maafer 
Stevens, who writes to Grand Master McQalla a 


long and vigorous Jetter defending his rizhts as 


an American citizen and a Mason, upholding 
the privilege of petition; and demanding an in- 
vestigation. The Grand Master replies to this 
in a ftirm, “ fraternal’ way,-Stating that be had 
no doubt Mr. Stevens was ignorant of thé*teal 
character of the Cerneau Rite, and that hé had 
information that ‘‘other Grand Lodges :will 
shortly take action, against<the clandestine 
Cerneau Rite, and that its days are sureiy Dum- 
dered” Mr. Stevens then writes at great length, 
calling attention to the fact that his rignt of 
petition had been ignored, and declaring that 
the case ought to be decided on its mefits. He 
goes deep into the history of Masonry, and says: 

“T claim, and always have clainred, to bes loyal 
Mason, and when you issued your edict command- 
ing us to withdraw I dia so in the spirit of loyalty 
to the Grand Lodge ana its officers, and not because 
I was convinced that the rite was clandestine; and 
until I am so convinced I shall always consider that 
power and not justice decided the question.” 


The Grand Master acknowledges this letter in 
a brief note, in which he says he sces' no reason 
to alter his judgment, and declares the corre- 
spondence closed. Then comes thé appeal of 
Past Master Stevens, as follows:

LANCASTER, Penn., June 21.—Gon,, Sinton 
Cameron, who was stricken with paralysis -at 
12:30 o'clock yesterday, islying in a critical 
condition at his home at: Donegal, and his death 
is expected hourly. His vuondition is rendered 
more dangerous by reason of his advanced age 
and his recent illness, the hemorrhage which 
attucked him last May, and which many of his 
friends thought at the time presaged very seri- 
ous consequences.

When John, the General’s servant, went to 
his master’s room yesterday morning he 
noticed. the venerable stacvesinan stroking the 
right side of his face with his hand and ob- 
served a somewhat peculiar expression on his 
face. John called the attention of another 
servant to this and remarked that something 
was wrong. Shortly after 12 o’clock the Gen- 
éral told his man to get his mail, which 
arrived about that hour, When he 
returned to the room at 12:20, the stroke 
had come and Gen. Cameron was unable to 
move his right arm or his side. He was atill 
conscious, however, and understood what was 
said to him. Later on, a bunch of flowers. was 
given him, and he picked up one flower after 
another, as though admirng and comparing 
their beauty.

THIRTY-TWO BODIES TAKEN FROM THE 


RUINS—PAYING OFF. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 21.—There was no 
trouble among the workmen here in any way 
to-day, and there seems to be a general belief 
that the authorities have won the contest and 
are masters of the situation. All the saloons 
in the place are closed by order of Gen. Hast- 
ings, and there was little or nu disoraer. 

Thirty-two bodies were taken from the wreck- 
age to-day, the largest number found for sev- 
eral days. Six of those recovered belonged to 
one family, and were found in one foundation 
near their former home. Besides the bodies, 
several parte of human bodies were found. The 
fact that many of the bodies recovered to-day 


were found in celiars has caused Gen. Hastings 
to arrange with Contractor Suppe te pata force 
otf men to work in looking afier the cellars of 
the city. 

The Cambria Iron Company and the Gautier 
Steel Company are paying their men for the 
first two weeks in May. The Cambria Com- 
pany’s pay roll aggregates $95,000 and the 
Gautier Company’s $54,000. Of the 5,400 em- 
ployes of the Cambria Company, but 3,500 are 
now at work, and of the 1,350 men formerly 
employed ut the Gautier works, but 950 are re- 
ported, living. The Cambria Company has 
Shipped two consigumeuts of rails manutact- 
ured since the disaster. 

A species of hives has broken out among the 
people here, The ailment seems to be. con- 
tagious. On account of the hot weather to-day 
tiie suifering is intense.

PRIVATE SECRETARY RICE RESIGNS AND 


WILL BECOME A VICE PRESIDENT. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 21.—Col. William G. 
Rice, Gov. Hill’s private secretary, has tendered 
his resignation, to take effect at the pleasure of 
the Governor. Col. Rice was to-day chosen a 
Director and Firet Vice President and Treas- 
urer of the Consolidated Car Heating Company 
organized some'few weeks ago by New-York, 
Chicago, Detroit, Albany, and Portland capi- 
talists, 

The consolidation has a capital of $2,500,000 
and controls over one hundred patents, cover- 


ing car heating. — and ventilating ap- 
pliances. Its principal offices and testing shops 
will be in Albany, with branch oflices in Chicago 
and New-York. 

Col.. Rice has been officially eonnected with 
the State. Government since 1875, having in 
that yeor been appointed Assistant Paymaster 
General by Gov. Tilden. Ho was selected for a 
confidential position in the Executive Chamber 
by Gov. Cleveland in 1883, and was promoted 
to be private seeretary to the Governor when 
Col. Lamont resigned that office to go to Wash- 
ington in February, 1885. The Colonel was 
always a prime favorite with those who had 
business in the Executive Chamber on account 
ef his courtesy and his businesslike habits. 
His sterling character was too well known to 
admit of any trifling with official duties, and 
the tricksters, who always hang around a polit- 
ical centre, will doubtiess rejoice. They may 
“handie” the Governor, and that was what 
they cotldn’t do with his private secretary.

BOB, COOK'S MEN PLAYED 
WITH THE QUAKER EIGHT. 
HE DID NOT CARE TO GIVE HARVARD 

HIS MEASURE AND SO ORPERED YALE 
TO WIN BY A NARROW MARGIN. 
NEw-Lonpon, Conn., June 21.—The eight- 
oared, four-mile straightaway race between the 
Yale and Pennsylvania University crews was 
rowed this evening over the Thames River 
course from Gale’s Ferry to Winthrop’s Point 
and was won by Yale by one and one-half 
lengths. The official time of Yale was 23:50 
and of Pennsylvania 23:56. A‘stiff breeze was 
blowing up the river against the’ crews, and 
over the first three miles the Water was quite 
rough. | : 4 
The intereést.in the race centred almost 


wholly in the exhibition given py Yale as a 


means of judging her chances in the big race of 
next Friday against ._Harvard. The comments 
on the result vary widely and, although the 
boats were kept very close together from~start 
to finish, 1t was in many respects a queer race. 

The crews were late in leaving their quarters, 
but at 6:57 thoy baeked up to the starting line 
and were at once sent away by Referee Brooks 
of Harvard. Beth crews vaught the water to- 


gether and for two or three strokes they 
splashed badly. Yale’s shell forged about ten 
test abead, but the Quakers settled down and in 
a few strokes pushed the bow of their boat a 
trifle to the front. At that time Yale was pull 
—— strokes and Pennsylvania thirty- 
eight. ‘ 

_At the first quarter mile the boats were bow 
apd bow, both crews rowing in good form, 
Yale’s perfect swing being especially notice- 
abdle. Astrip of rough water was entered and 
both crews eased down, but the Pennsylvania 
boys managed to push ahead, and at the half- 
mile flag were leading by afull length, pulling 
34 to Yale's 34, 

From tbe haif-mile flag to the one mile Yale 
aropped her stroke to 30, while Pennsylvania 
ran theirs up to 36. Imspite of this change 
Yale gradually crept up to the Quakers, and at 
the one-mile flag were again on’even terms, 
rowing their slow, easy, but effective stroke, 
apparentiy with but little effort. 

From the one-mile mark to the one and one- 
half-mile flag the boats were bow and bow, 
Penpsylvauia pulling 34and Yale 30. In the 
Pennsylvania boat there was some splashing 
and No. 4 was keeping very poor tme. 

Just before the one-and-one-haif-mile flag was 
reached Pennsylvania had a streteh of smouth 
water under the lee shore while Yale was in 
rough water in the channel. The Pennsylvania 
men put ona spurt and thought to take the 
lead, but Yale respended and easily held their 
own. 

At the two-mile flag the difference between 
the slow and steady swing of the Yale men and 
the ** Let-her-go-Gallagher” stroke pulled by 
Pennsylvania began to show itseif vory plainly. 
Yale gradually forged ahead, pulling thirty- 
two strokes in the easiest, possible manuer, 
while the Pennsylvania men, deing fairly good 
blade work, went all to pisces in their swing 
and recover. 

From the navy yard to the finish their stroke 
wasa “swing-as-you-pleass.” After passing 
the navy yard Yale increased her lead to a 
clear length with pleuty of power in reserve. 

At three and a half miles Yale had a lead of 
nearly two lengths and was taking things very 
easy. A quarter of a milo from the finish Penn- 
sylvania made a tremendous spurt and cut 
Yale’s lead down: to half a length, but then 
Yale bit her stroke up to thirty-four and crossed 
the line with a lead estimated at from haif to 
one and a half boat’s lengths. 

To the casual observer the race appeared to 
have been one of the most exgiting und evenly- 
contested races on record, while as a watter of 
fact it was a Walk-over for Yale. Bob Cook's 
orders to the Yala crew before they left their 
quarters were to Win by the smallest possible 
margin,'as they did not care to give Harvard 
aby polnts as to their strength, These orders 
were carried out to the letter, and that covers 
the race in a nutshell. The follewing table gives 
the time of the crews at each hativnille:

FIREWORKS PLAYING HAYVOU. 


THREE PERSONS KILLED AND THREE 
FATALLY INJURED. 

Boston, June 21.—A disastrous fire, acocompa- 
nied py serious loss of life, ocourred early this 
evening in the fireworks establishment of Heyer 
Brothers, corner of Summer and Hawley 
streets. Three dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins, and three others received in- 
juries which will probably result fatally. Itis 
foared that there may be more victims among 
the débris, 

The. building, which is a four-story brick 
structure, is occupied on the ground floor by G. 
E. Browning, milliner, and onthe three upper 
floors by Heyer Brothers, dealersin fancy goods 
and fireworks. Shortly after 5 o’clock, while a 
salesman was waitlug on a customer upon the 
second floor, he saw a flash among some fire- 
works behind one of the counters, unaccom- 


panied, however, by any explosion. He ran for 
water, at the game time giving the alarm. 

The flames shot with almost incredible rapid- 
ity, cutting off the escape of several of the men 
in the.upper stéries, and in five minutes the 
dense swoke and almost incessant discharge of 
fireworks of difterent kinds made in the buila- 
ing a perfect pandemonium for those confined 
within its walls. 

Etiward Heyer, one of the firm, ran to the 
stairs shouting fire, then turned back to lock 
the safe, Dut found the way choked with smoke. 
He made his way to the window and managed 
to climb to an adjoining building unhurt. 

Charles Albert Gage, axed twenty, who was 
employed in the third story, hung from a win- 
dow untii he was obliged to release his hold, 
then fellto the ground, striking two awnings 
in his descent, breaking his back. He was taken 
to the Massachusetts General Hospital and will 
probably die. 

Charies F. Callahan of 426 Chelsea-street, 
East Boston, and Thomas Paine, packers, who 
were working on the rourth floor, jumped from 
a window in ‘their fright. Paine was killed, 
while* Callahan’s injuries are probably fatal. 
Wiilfam Brevenstuh!, who was on the second 
floor, did goed service in checking the flames, 
butin going for more water !ost his way and 
rolied down the stairs and was picked up badly 
injured. He is also burued internaily and, it is 
feared he canuot live. 

A body which was taken from the building to 
the North Grove-street morgue was recognized 
by Mr. Hayer as Samuel Cord, the chief packer, 
who was one of the oldest employes of the tirm. 

Another body, that of a boy, was also taken 
to the morgue, where it has not yet been iden- 
tified. Itis charred and burned so badly that 
identification will be dificult, 

This completes the casualties so far as knewn 
at present. The tirm employed about twenty or 
twenty-five men and boys at the present time, 
and were busy with their holiday trade. They 
carried a stock of $10,000 worth of fireworks 
aud $50,000 to $60,000 worth of fancy goods. 
A large portion of the stock is ruined, although 
the loss is not total. ‘the firm is wel! insured. 

During the fire the discharge of tireworks 
sounded as if a hard-fought battle was‘in prog- 
ress, -and for nearly two hours was heard the 
rattle of small musketry, interspersed at fre- 
quent intervals with the heavier reports of the 
larger pieces,* while sparks and au occasional 
rocket would shoot from the windows. These 
explosions created great consternation among 
the spectators, 

The fire was entirely confined to the one 
buiiding, and it was a singular fact that searce- 
ly any flames came from the windews until 
after the firemen had the fire under control. 
The interior of the building was completely 
riddled, but the wails were left standing. 

The employes were largely foreigners and 
known tothe firm by their first names, and 
this fact may add to the difficulty of ascertain- 
ing whether or not there are any other bodies 
in the building. There was no gunpowder 
stored on the premises and no smoking was 
allowed, and the cause of the fire is a mystery. 





WIND, RAIN, AND LIGHTNING. 


LIVES LOST, A PONTON BRIDGE DAM- 


AGED, AND HOUSES SWEPT AWAY.

Mr. Klinger, who was 
a Justice of the Peace in Hopewell Township, 
was at Mr. Howick’s farm, two miles north of 
the town, when, a shower coming up, the two 
men stepped into the stable Lear by and leaned 
against the doorpost on each side. 

There was a tiush and the two wen fell to the 
floor without a groan or amovement. Within 
four feet of them a boy was milking acow. The 
animal was aiso killed, but the boy was only 
stunned.

PRINCETON’S SOIENTIFIC EXPEDITION. 

PRINCETON, N. J., June 21.—Princeton’s sci- 
entific expedition to the “bad lands” of Oregon, 
under the leadership of Prof. Scott, left for 
their destination this morning. They will be 
gone till the middle of September. They leave 
Philadelphia to go to Omaha, and from there to 
Baker City, stopping at Denver and Salt Lake 
City. At Baker City they will mount their 
horses and ride to the John Day Basin, making 
their place of encampment about one hun- 
dred and thirty. -miles frum Baker City. When 
the carap breaks up, some will visit the Yellow- 
stone Park and California; others will go to 
the Southern States. Most of their outfit has 
been loaned by the State of New-Jersey and the 
Federal Government; New-Jersey furnishing 
rifles, saddles, tents, and other camping 
utensils, and the United States a wagon aud an 
open letter from the War Department, by which 
they can secure provisions at cost. The college 
furnishes the scientific instrurients. 

The purpose of the expedition is to make a 
study of the tertiary fossil lakes and the John 
Day fauna and to collect fosuils for the college 
museum. They also expect to fill up two or 
three gaps in the chain ofevolution. The ob- 
ject of the expedition is notstudy, but discovery.

STRIKERS’ WORK IN A BUHE. 

MIAN TOWN. 

BURNING AND SACKING OFFICIAL RESI- 
DENCES—TWO KILLED AND MANY 
INJURED BY THE TROOPS. 


ViEXNA, June 21.—Tbe striking miners at 
Kladno, Bohemia, engaged in ariot last night. 
The gendarmes fired on the rioters and killed 
two of them and wounded twelve. Furtner 
trouble is feared, and tnree battalions of troops 
have been sent to the scene. Forty persons 
have been arrésted. A proclamation has been 
issued prohibiting meetings of strikers. The 
municipal authorities of Kiadno have requested 
that @ permanent garrison be established thers.

Some of the oc cupants 
were driven from the house, while the ot hers 
barricaded themselves in a bedroom. The riot- 
ers, finding it impossible to break down the 
barricade, set fire tothe house and departed. 
The occupants of the bedroom narrowly es- 
caped with their lives. From the Director's 
Tesidence the mob proceeded to the house of the 
Mayor, which they treated in a similar manner. 
Every shopin the town is closed and the in- 
habitants are panic-stricken.

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ARRIVAL YESTERDAY OF FIVE 
THE LARGER STEAMSHIPS. 

An unsually large number of ocean passen- 
ger steamships of the iarge.class arrived yester- 
day. The City of Rome came in early during 
the afternoon; after her came the City of New 
York, and finally at nightfall, and just too late 
to receive inspection at Quarantine before sun- 
set, the new Hamburg ship Augusta Victoria 
and the Bremen ship Trave arrived. These two 
last treated their passengers to arather exciting 
little race from off Fire Island, when they were 
sighted within four minutes of each other, up 
to Sandy Hook, The Travo was first sighted by 
the Fire Island observer and four minutes 
afterward came the Augusta Victoria. At 
Quarantine the Augusta Victoria had gone 
abead of her more agea antagonist and dropped 
anchor just five minutes before her. 

Both the Trave and the Augusta Victoria had 
to run carefully much of the way over on ac- 
count of ice. One small iceberg was sighted by 
the Trave’s officers on June 18 at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon in tatitude 47°47’ north, longi- 
tude 46° 28’ west. The Augusta Victoria sight- 
ed three icebergs op the same day, one in 46° 
north, 45° west, the others in 45° 53’ north, 46° 
49’ west. None of these were close enough to 
be dangerous. 

The speed of the Augusta Victoria was not as 
great as on her maiden trip, her time being 
seven .days, five hours, and ten minutes. A 
heavy swell from the westward and heavy 
blows from the northwest probably accounted 
for this. [t is a significant fact that she beat 
the Trave by afew minutes to Sandy Hook, 
aithough the Trave left Southampton twelve 
hours ahead of her.

LUCKY NEW-YORK BANKERS. 
NEW-HAVEN, June 21.—The sale at low fig- 
ures of the $700,000 of the 34g per cent. town 
bonds issued by New-Haven to take up the 
same amount of Air Line Railroad bonds ocoa- 
sions considerable discussion in local financial 
circles. Financiers are unable to explain why 
they brought no better figures. They were sold 
as follows: To Daniel Trowbridge, Trustee, 
$50,000 at 103.51, $50,000 at 104,01, $50,000 
at 104.51, and $50,000 at 105.01; to C. E. Jack- 
son & Co. of New-York, $500,000 ata premium 
of 1.52. 

The award of the two-hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar lot was made at a premium that will net the 
town about 8 per cent., thatis, the premium will 
cut down the interest so that the town will 
really pay only 3 per cent. 

Loca! financiers, however, are disatisfied with 
the premium obtained for the half-million lot. 
In their opinion a premium three times as large 
should have been paid. One of thom expressed 
a quite general feeling when he said: ‘The 
bonds should have beeu marketed at three per 
cent. net. Why, Hartford has dono even better, 
having sold her 3 per cents at a fraction above 
par. New-Haven should have beaten this. We 
owe less than Hartford and should be able to 
float a loan better. The bonds should have been 
well advertised in Boston and New-York. Pos- 
sibly they were, but there were some New- York 
bankers who did not see the advertisement. I 
can’t see for the life of me why they didn’t sell 
better. Governments 4 per cents are quoted at 
130 and pay 4 per cent., and thetown at this 
tavorable time should bave floated the entire 
isaue at 3 per cent.”

BURKE AGAIN IDENTIFIED 


HE 18 THE MAN WHO HIRED 
THE EXPRESSMAN, 

THE PRISONER IS PLACED AMONG FIFTY- 
TWO MEN AND MARTINSON EASILY 
PICKS HIM OUT. 


Cuicaco, June 21,—Interest in the Cronin 
case has been transferred to Winnipeg, where 
Martin Burke is in custody charged with the 
murder. Burke was to-day placed in line with 
fifty-two other men and identified by Martinsen, 
the expressman whe took the furniture to the 
Carlson cottage, as the man who hired him to 
do that work. The identification is the first 
thus far made of any person known to be con- 
nected with the crime, If the evidence against 
Burke is as strong as the police herealiege, 
there ia a chance that the mystery of Cronin’s 
death will be solved. ’ : 
Burke did not commit the crime alone, and 
there is no likelihood that he will silently sub 
mit to bear the burden by himself. 

Edward Spellman, the Clan-na-Gael district 


officer who lives in Peoria, came to this city to- 
day and registered at McCoy’s Hotel. The ink 
was ly pat A when he was approached by a 
bailiff, who asked him to go before the Grand 
Jury. The Peorian’s testimony was continued to 
the inner workings of the society. He was 
asked all sorts of questions about Lawrence R. 
Buckley’s connection with Alexander Sullivan, 
and was required to tell what he knew about 
the circumstances attending the trial ef Dr. 
Cronin upon a trumped-up charge of treason to 
the ofder. 

Buckley, who was the district officer of the 
order, gave Le Caron, the Spy, the credentials 
that admitted him to the convention held in 
September of 1888. Alexander Suilivan’s name 
Was often mentioned in the convention,/although 
he was not a member of the order, and hia evi- 
dent influence, amounting almest to a control of 
the convention, was resented by a number of 
members, Buckley was then one of Sullivan’s 
avowed henchmen, as he has since been his 
apologist. 

The part Buckley took in expelling Dr. Cronin 
from the order is well known. Before he be- 
came one of the paws with whieh Sullivan 

ulled chestnuts out of the Olan-na-Gael Buck- 
ey was a privatein the rear ranks, merely an 
unimportant member of the order. Sullivan 
forced him to the front at the time of the Uronin 
trial, and since then his rise in the order has 
beon ae To-day he 1s one of the executive. 

The friends of Dr. Cronin have steadily 
asserted that Buckley could tell things that 
wouli aid the search after the murderers, but 
Buckley has been a —* weak witness. The 
executive of the order has almost supreme 
power, yet Buckley professes to Know less 
about the society and ite workings than any 
sensible man could know and escape instant 
conviction of idiocy. 

District Officer Spellman was questioned for 
half an hour about Buckley’s career in the 
order, with the result that Mr. Buckley will be 
called upon to explain some of his past explan- 
ations. - 

O’Meagher Condon arrived fhere to-day from 
New-York. He says that it is the purpose 
of the Clan-na-Gael leaders to reorganize the 
society. Within the next two weeks there will 
be a convention of the senior and junior 
guardians of all the camps in Chicago, and at 
that convention the Clan-na-Gael, it is under- 
stood, will be reorganized. All oaths are to be 
dropped, the so-called “ active policy” is to be 
eschewed, and the objects of the organization, 
for the present at least, are to be limited en- 
tirely to a close and faithful adherence and sup- 
port of the Parneli movement in the old coun- 
try. 

WINNIPEG, June 21.—To-day another link was 
forged which cennects Burke with the murder 
of Dr. Cronin. This morning Burke was brought 
before Judge Bain. He was very nervous and 
his knees shook as if he were suffering 
with ague. Mr, Howell, counsel for the 
prosecution, asked for a remand until 
the evidence would be ready, but the 
prisoner's counsel demurred. 6} said the 
evidence on which the Grand Jury had indicted 
Burke was all ip and was available, His client 
had been imprisoned for some time, and was 
desirous that the trial should take place as 
soon as pose ible. 

Mr, Howell replied that they were expecting 
the evidence, but, judging from past experience 
in these matters, the chances were three to one 
that there would be something wrong with the 
certificates, and, in that case, they would have 
to be returned to Chicago to be made all right, 
*‘ And I fear,” he said, ‘‘that there would not 
be sufticient evidence, I have written along 
letter to the States Attorney at Chicago telling 
him exactly what he would have to do; that he 
would have to prove the commission of the 
erime and connect the prisoner withit, For 
these reasons he will »robably have to bring 
witnesses from Chicago.’ 

The Judge decided to fix the examination for 
next Wednesday, whenjthere could be a further 
remand for a few days if the evidence was not 
ready. Martinsen, the Chicago expressman, 
who carted the goods to Carison’s cottage, to- 
night identified Burke as the man who engaged 
him to move the goods, The identification was 
complete. Fifty-two persons were gathered 1n 
the jail yard, among them being Burke and 
several prisoners in plain clothes, They were 
placed in line and “toed off.” Martinsen walked 
slowly up and down the line. Burke stood 
with nis hands in his pogkets and with his eyes 
averted from the Chicago man, but Martinsen 
easily pickea him out, 

After consultation with the authorities 
Burke’s number was taken down, and it was 
openly stated by vounsel for the prosecution 
that there was no necessity for further iden- 
tification. 

Martinsen is accompanied by a Chicago de- 
tective. Burke has employed additional coun- 
sel, and will fight against extradition to the 
very last. Although only haying $60 when 
arrested, it is said be will not lack for funds for 
his defense. aot 











A VETERAN'S SUDDEN DEATH. 

William H. Mudgett, aged forty-seven years, 
who boarded at 42 South street, was killea 
yesterday in. the forenoon by a large log of 
mahogany falling upon him. Mudgett had been 
doing odd jobs along shore, and yesterday was 
employed in unloading logs from a lighter at 
the foot of Sixth-street. 

In his pockets were found letters from his 
wife and daughter at Belfast, Me., that showed 
the family was in straitened circumstances. 
Mudgett also had letters of recommendation 
from Rear Admiral F. A, Roe anda draft of a 
letter he had recently sent to Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy, asking for « position of any kind 
in the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Mr, Mudgett had 
served under Admiral Farragut in the sloop-of- 
war Pensacola at New-Orleaus in 1862, had 
been clerk for Admiral Roe, had held the post- 
tion of Lieutenant under bim, and after the war 
had been master of several merchant vessels. 
Admiral Roe, in a letter to Mr. Mudgett, dated 
at Washington Feb, 7, 1887, expressed his sor- 
row at his friend's failure to secure employ- 
ment from the Government, and said: 

“In my opinion no man who fought bravely under 
yerregue should have to ask twice for employmént, 

h ation exprenses the desire to give ali veterans 
employment if possible, but its subordinates do not 
seem to carry out the desire. It ia & fact, too, that 
only army nien and volunteers in the army receive 
the good will anc recognition of Congress, I, my- 
self, have not received my juli pay.”

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A WHALHKR FIRED UPON. 


CAPT. FISHER’S ACCOUNT OF THE 
CONDUCT OF HAYTIAN SOLDIERS. 
NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., June 21.—The schooner 
Baltio of Provincetown, Capt. Joseph Fisher, 
arrived here to-day from an Atlantic whaling 
voyage. Capt. Fisher had a thrilling oxperi- 
ence last May while at Samana Bay, San 
Domingo, where he put in for water. He had 
previously visited the bay, (on Feb. 6,) and 
was boardea by the Officer of the Port, a Gen- 
eral, who came on board with soldiers and in- 
spected the vessel. Capt. Fisher said he was 
going whaling, and the General gaye him per- 
mission to get wood and water as long as he 

staid in that vicinity. 

On May 13 the schooner again visited the 
watering place. At 6 o’clock that evening, five 
soldiers, under command of an officer, came 


down to the beach and fired ten or fifteen shots 
at the schooner. The soldiers were armed with 
good American rifies. When they began firing 
Capt. Fisher was aft with the officers, and all 
hands, except the atewara, were on deck, 

The first shot passed about a foot above the 
Captain’s head. The next two shots went 
among the crew standing on the windlasa bits, 
passing close to two seamen, With the bullets 
flying about, the Captain had’ no opportunity to 
show the American flag. The soldiers con- 
tinued firing, and Capt, Fisher ordered all hands 
below and went down himself, 

When the soldiers found no one on deck they 
fired into the vesacl, hitting the copper cooler 
near the foremast. It wae so late when the fir- 
ing stopped that Capt. Fisher did not dare go 
ashore for fear he would be shot in the dark. 
The next day he demanded an expianation. The 
officiais gave him no satisfactory answer, say- 
ing they thought the vessel was a Spanish 
smuggler. 

As Spanish vessels thereabout carry no boata 
on the side, Capt. Fisher resolved to seek higher 
authority. Accordingly, on May 16, he went to 
Grudjua, eight miles to the westward, and 
sought an interview with Gen. Pappoo, who or- 
dered a boat and went down that evening with 
peice officials. After visiting the schooner he 

ad the five soldiers arrested. They were ar- 
raigned and tried, but three days after Gen. 
Pappoo released them, giving as his reason to 
Capt. Fisher that he found they did fot kill any 





one, 

There is a lack of discipline among the mili- 
tary, and the Americans attribute the attack to 
liquor.

TRUST INJUNOTIONS SUSTAINED, 

New-OrRLEANs, June 21.—Judge Righter of 
the Civil District Court to-day decided the cele- 
brated case of the State of Louisiana against 
the American Cotton. Ojl Trust, giving judg- 
mentin faver of the State, maintaining the in- 
junctions issued against the trust. The suit 
was instituted several years ago by ex- 
Attorney General Cunningham and renewed 
by Attorney General Rogers, and sought 
to prevent the trust from holding and exercis- 
ing the franchises and privileges of a corpora- 
tion within the State of Louisiana. The trial of 
the case was lengthy and interesting, and the 
counsel, Attorney General Rogers, ana Mr. E. 
Howard McCaleb for the State, and Messrs. T, 
J. Semmes and T Bayne for the trust, 
fought the ground atep by atep. Lhe matter 
was submitted to the court some time ago. 

The entry on the minutes reads as follows: 
“ Considering the law and evidence to be in 
favor of the plaintiff and against defendant, 
and for the reasons orally assigned, it is or- 
dered, adjudged, and decreed that the writs of 
injunction herein issued be maintained and per- 
petuated; and it is further ordered, adiveces. 
and decreed that the American Cotton Oil Trust 
be adjudged guilty of usurping, intruding 
into, and unlawfully holding and exercising the 
franchises and privileges of a corporation with- 
out being duly incorporated, and forever ex- 
cluded and disbarred from the said franchises 
and privileges within this State, and the said 
Ameriean Cotton O11 Trust be and the same is 
hereby declared to be an illegal and invalid as- 
sociation, and defendants are further con- 
demned to pay all costs of this suit, and it is 
further decreed that the application for a re- 
ceiyer be denied.”

A LONG SESSION ENDED. 

S — — — * J 
WHAT THE CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE 
HAS DONE IN FIVE MONTHS. 
Haxrvorp, Conn., June 21.—The session of 
the Legislature which was concluded this after- 
noon has been the longest in the history of 
the State. It began Jan. 10, and nas continued 
through the five months, with the single interrup- 
tion of one week during the Washington centen- 
nial atNew-York, The prospectat the outset was 
in favor of a protracted sojourn here, but only 
a few believed the mombers would be found 
here the last of June, The great railroad duel 
that-was to be fought: between the Housatonic 
and the Consolidated systems and the secret- 
ballot agitation made an early adjournment im- 

practicable. 

The results of the long legislative period can 
be recalled with-considerable satisfaction. The 
laws which have been adopted affecting the 
State courts have long been needed. The full 
quota of Judges has been ircreased to thirteen, 
and the Justices of the Supreme Court have 
been relieved from ¢ircuit duty. Inexceptional 
exigencies the Chief Justice may assign a Su- 
ah me. Court Judge to duty in the Superior 

urt. But for ail practical purposes tne Su- 
prams Court Justices will hereafter be exempt 

7 duty in the lower court, 

6 educational interests of the State have 
— marked — trom the Legis- 
lature this year. The school fund has been 
fixed at $2,250,000, It is a —* $2,019,000, 
The increase is to be provided from the State 

ury in annual installments. of $25,000. 
A new State Normal School has been ordered at 
Willimantic at a cost of $50,000. The sum of 
$20,000 has been appropriated for its support 
next year, The minimum limit for instruction 
in the public schools has beon increased six 
weeks. Hereafter every district school in the 
—— will be required to be in session thirty 

each year. The schvol year in the 
school districts in the State will end July 14, 
six weeks earlicr than under old law. ‘his 
will insure complete sohool .réturna, Here- 
tofore the responsibility has been shifted 
from one set of committeemen to an- 
other, the new ones, who assumed ottice 
atthe annual district elections in June, being 
charged with the work of collecting and fur- 
nishing the school statistics. Under the new 
law the old committemen will perform the duty. 
The school enumeration in the State will be 
taken in October instead of January, as under 
the old statutes. All of these enactmonts are 
deoided gains for the public school system of 
the State. 

Two important general railroad laws have 
been adopted. The first reguiates the removal 
of grade crossings. Most of the burden under 
the new statute will fall upon the railroad cor- 
porations, In the minority of cases the towns 
and the State will be joined together in bearing 
the oxnense. The jaw will an experiment, 
It is apprehended that it will decrease mate- 
rially the elimination of grade crossings 
for the next two years, The construction 
of pranch lines of road will be determined 
hereafter by public necessity, the decision being 
left with a Judge of the Superior Court The 
stock of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
fora Road has received an authorized increase 
of $35,000,000, making the total amount for 
the future $50,500,000. The granting of this 
authority to the Consolidated Company was the 
most important act of the session, from 4 rail- 
road point of view. The Legislature also plant- 
ed itself against competing paralieil lines of 
ratlway in the State. 

The veterans of Connectiont bave received 
special recongnition from the General Assem- 
bly. A law. was adopted during the session pro- 
viding that in every public department and 
upon all public works in the State honerably dis- 
charged Gaion soldiers and sailors shall be pre- 
férrea for appointment and employment. Loss 
of limb or other physical impairment will not 
militate against the applicant if he is able to 
reuder the service required. 

A number of atatutes have been adopted regu- 
lating the liquor traffic, and increased powers 
have been extended to County Commissioners 
with the view of limiting the number of licenses 
in towns where intoxicating liquers are allowed 
to be sold. The prohibitory amendment has 
also been ordered to a popular vote at the an- 
nual town. meetings rte the Btate on the 
first. Monday in October. 

A stringent law has been enacted in regard to 
false entries by bank officials, making the of- 
fense punishable by ten years in State prison. 

The insurance legislation of the segsion has 
been unimportant. Asidefrom the bill whieh 
relates to the Phonix Mutual Life the insurance 
measures will not Ghange the methods of ad- 
ministration in auy oompany in the State. One 
of the outgrewths of the Continental Life’s die. 
aster, however, has been the enactment of a law 
making it a criminal offense for a notary public 
to certify falsely that an affiaavit has been 
made. The State’s suit against the officers of 
that company was necessarily abandoned be- 
—* of anotary’s false certilication concern- 

an affidavit. 

"Ene Legislature has appropriated $3,587,000 
for regular State expenses during the biennial 
period.

LIFE INSURANOK LEGISLATION 


THE PHG@NIX BILL PASSED OVER GOV. 


BULKELEY’S VETO. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 21.—The bill provid- 
ing for the retirement of the atock of the 
Phenix Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
this city and placing the control of the com- 
pany in the hands of the policy holders was 
vetoed by Gov. Bulkeley this afternoon. The 
Governor holds that the provisions of the act 
“are grossly unjust to alarge class of policy 
holders, while professing to be a measure in 
their interest. A large amount of the insurance 
carried by this company is under the stock or 
the non-participating plan of insurance. The 
persons so insured now enjoy, and are entitied 
toenjoy, the protection of the company’s capital 


and assets to the same extent as its participat- 
ing policy holders. This bill in oxpress terms 
authorizes a mere majority of the participating 
policy holders, and them alone, to retire the 
company’s Capital stock, and then withdraw 
from its assets $500,000, which will largely re- 
duce, if not entirely wipe ont, its surplus fund. 
The bill provides that the stock pdélicy holders, 
whose security may be moét Vitaliy affected, 
shall be wholly excluded from any vuice in the 
matter. They are expressly disfranchised by 
the provisions of this bill.” 

Gov. Bulkeley also —5* to the part the In- 
surance Commissioner is given by the bill. It 
Ach’ prea. J makes him the nolder of a major- 

ty of the stock and the absolute dictator of the 
management and at the asme tine by virtue of 
his ofties its official examiner.. He aiso says the 
bill embodies the most objectionable speeies of 
special and personal legislation. “No more 
dangerous exercise of the sovereign powers of 
the State,’”’ he declares, ** can be concéived than 
interference of this character between private 
persons and coneerning private interests, I 
déem it the province and duty of the State to 
give adequate protection to all who may enter 
inte contracts with insurance or other corpora- 
tions and to provide fur the efficient and im- 
partial enforeement of such laws and to furnish 
relief? io case of their violation.” 

In both houses the bili was passed ovor the 
veto by overwhelming majorities. In the House 
the Governor’s objections were overruled five 
to one, The bill as passed will postpone the 
annual meeting until December. If the stock 
ot President Goodman goes into the hands of 
the syndicate, Which includes the minority. of 
thé stockholders, it is not likely that the policy 
holders wiil secure the control of the company. 


A STREET RAILROAD SYNDICATE. 

BALTIMORE, June 21.—It is said that the 
Directors of the Citizens’ Passenger Railway 
Company are engaged in getting options from 
the stvuckholders for a syndicate, who have 
agreed to purchase the stook within thirty days 
trom June 19, 1889.

The Connecticut Legislature adjourned 
yesterday after the longest session in the 
history of the State. The protracted session 
was due in part to the long controversies 
ever railroad legislation and to the efforts 
to secure legislation for the protection of 
the ballot. The latter is the subject that 
exerted most interest outside of the State 
and was brought to a most lame and im- 
potent conclusion in the bill passed on 
Thursday. This provides that the State 
shall furnish the paper on which ballots are 
to be printed and envelopes in which they 
are to be inclosed and sealed. The furnish- 
ing of paper amounts to nothing as a safe- 
guard, and the envelope scheme has been 

‘tried in the Louisville municipal elections 
and found not only useless but objectiona- 
ble. Ballot reform has been staved off by 
the politicians in Connecticut. The Legis- 
lature, also, befere Pennsylvania and Rhode 
Island had been. heard from, voted to sub- 
mit a prohibition amendment to the people 
at the town elections to be held in October. 








Jt seems hardly credible that President 
HARRISON's favorable attitude toward Gen. 
MAHONE should be due in any part to the 
latter’s animosity toward the head of his 
Cabinet. But in giving evidence of his 
continued favor, in spite of the remon- 
strances of the most reputable Republicans of 
Virginia, the President seems to take pains 
to emphasize his sympathy for MAHONE’s 
hatred of BLAINE. There were two candi- 
dates for the appointment of United States 
Attorney for the Western District—onea 
Blaine man and the other not only a Ma- 
hone man but the man who furnished the 
**boss” with the material for the circular in 
which he made his bitterest attack upon 
the Secretary of State. The Makone candi- 
date has received the appointment; which 
may be taken as notice at once to him that 
Virginia patronage is stili at his disposal, 
to his Republican opponents that have no 
encouragement to expect from this Admin- 
istration, and to BLAINE that his particular 
friends and admirers stand little show for 
favors at the hands of the President.

It is made plain, by a dispatch in our 
news columns, that local self-government 
has not worked well in the town of St. 
Mary’s, Ga. A. Southern municipality in 
which there are not enough whites to count 
out the colored vote or to prevent the elec- 
tion of colored municipal officers might be 
expected, from the experience of the period 
of reconstruction, to exhibit some interest- 
ing political phenomena. There is some- 
thing Haytian, or ever African, in the 
flavor of the story which sets forth that a 
British shipmaster, finding his vessel de- 
tained under trumped-up. charges, was 
forced to’ administer, bribes of whisky to 
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them away in a state ef close confinement 
and helpless intoxication. A community 
in which this could occur is evidently one 
in which local self-government has not a 
fair chance. Not even Senator CHANDLER 
or Mr. Murat HALsTEAD is likely to use 
the case of St. Mary’s as a text from which 
to preach a sermon on the oppression of the 
Southern blacks by the Southern whites, 


The Michigan Senate has passed. by a 
vote of 19 to 5, an anti-combination 
bill. If this bii) shall become a law the 
copper companies in the lake region that 
have combined to exact 12 cents a pound 
for copper may be called to aceount under 
its provisiens, and it will be difficult for 
the Michigan Salt Association to avoid 
prosecution. The chief officer of this as- 
sociation or combination is now working 
with certain English capitalists to perfect 
plans for the proposed combination of all 
the saltmakers and salt fields in this coun- 
try. 








_ Although the team of Massachusetts 
militiamen now on the way to England 
cannot be said to represent the country in 
exactly the same way that previous Amer- 
ican teams have done who have contended 
for international honors at Wimbledon, 
Dollymount, and Creedmoor, yet it will be 
sure to do the country credit. Indeed, two 
of its members have each served on two or 
more international teams that have con- 
tended with British riflemen. It has two 
men that have won at Creedmoor the indi- 
vidual military championship of America, 
and such names as FARRAR, HINMAN, BULL, 
BUMSTEAD, and DOYLE are well known in 
matches. The work of the Massachuetts 
team at Creedmoor last year, and both at 
Creedmoor and Chicago the year before, is 
va sufficient guarantee of its ability as a 
‘whole. It is quite certain that the men of 
Major Frost’s command will acquit them- 
selves creditably in the matches which they 
have arranged with teams representing the 
Berkshire and Sussex Volunteers, the Lon- 
don Rifle Brigade, and other similar organ- 
izations geographically restricted in mem- 
bership like theirown. They will also reap 
a good share of valuable prizes in the 
individual matches at Wimbledon. 


The new order shifting the customary 
weekly inspection of arms, equipments, 
clothing, barracks, kitchens, and so forth, 
from Sunday to Saturday will probably be 
weleome in the army. <A simple inspec- 
tion of general appearance without arms is 
retained for Sunday morning, but this will 
be an aftair of a few minutes only and not 
irksome. While the new rule breaks a 
long custom, it is not wholly novel in our 
service, the Sunday morning inspection 
having been abandoned at one time for sev- 
eral years. Now the change comes as an 
order from the Executive Mansion, incor- 
porated in General Order No. 50, Head- 
quarters of the Army, and the purpose of 
making it à command of the President 
was undoubtedly to secure for it, through 
this formality, a greater degree of stability 
than is to be found semetimes in regula- 
tions made by one Secretary of War and 
unmade by some successor. For this rea- 
son, -apparently, the new army regula- 
tions, which might have effected the change, 
left the old rule in force, although it was 
known. that the subject was under discus- 
sion, and that the change now ordered was 
likely te take place. Its effect will be to 
make Sunday more thoroughly than hith- 
erto a day of leisure, while leaving the 
weekly inspection as thorough as usual. 








THE SET-BACK FOR PROHIBITION. 


The Prohibitionists are still attributing 
the overwhelming defeat ef the constitu- 
tional amendment in Pennsylvania to the 
hostile attitude of the ‘political ma- 
chines.” So far as we can make out, their 
resentment is due mainly to the failure of 
the Republican ‘‘machine” to exert its 
power on their side. Whatever efforts may 
have been made by individual politicians 
and party managers to secure the defeat of 
the amendment, there is little or no evi- 
dence that either party organization ex- 
erted its power one way or the other, and 
the vote is not to be accounted for by the 
attitude of party managers. In the sub- 
mission of such a question to a popular vote 
it was entirely proper that neither political 
party as an organization should take 
sides. The people should be left to exer- 
cise an independent choice in accordance 
with their convictions upon the issue and 
without regard to party affiliations. This 
was substantially the case in Pennsy)vania, 
and the result was an overwhelming defeat 
for prohibition. It is well known that 
most Democrats are opposed to prohibition, 
whether by constitutional amendment or 
by statute, and it is not likely that many 
Republicans who are really in favor of it 
voted against. their convictions on account 
of the attitude or wishes of any politician. 

The defeat in Rhode Island: is still more 
stgnificant, and nobody seems to pretend 
that it was brought about through party 
action. It was undoubtedly the result of 
a conviction derived from fresh experience 
that prohibition was a failure and was do- 
ing far more harm than good to the cause 
of temperance. It was not accomplishing 
what its supporters three years ago hoped 
that it would accomplish, and it was an 
obstacle in the way of such restriction and 
regulation as might be of benefit. It was 
for this reason that it was swept away by 
a vote of nearly three to ene by the same 
people who in 1886 established it by a vote 
of more than three to two. This is 
not simply a verdict against prohibition by 
constitutional amendment, it is a verdict 
against prohibition as a practical policy. 
During the recent canvass on the question 
in Massachusetts there were some very 
sound arguments put forth against embody- 
ing a declaration of policy on such a sub- 
ject in the organic law of the State, whatever 
might be done by statute. But pot many 
votes were affected by this consideration. 
Men who are really in favor of prohibition 
as a policy are not averse to making it ob- 
ligatory upen Legislatures to adopt their 
views if it can be done, and those who 
argue against such a course are those who 
have no faith in the policy. . 


~ Weregard the series of defeats whicn 





under the agitation of the subject of tem- 
perance legislation, and we believe that 
progress will continue in the same direc- 
tion, Prehibitionists are fond of likening 
themselves to the Free Soilers of the last 
generation, and profess to believe that there 
is an analogy between their cause and the 
anti-slavery cause of those times, and that 
it is destined like that to take held upon 
the moral convictions of the people, break 
up old. party lines, and march on to ulti- 
mate triumph, But the analogy is purely 
imaginary, and the hopes founded upen it 
are fanatical. We do not suppose the Pro- 
hibition Party has received its death blow, 
but itis likely to recede to its legitimate 
lines. Those who have a fanatical attach- 
ment to the one idea of the party will cling 
to. it, but most citizens are practical and 
seek for practical results. It has been 
demonstrated that prohibition as a prac- 
tical policy is out of the question, and they 
will turn their attention to securing the 
adoption of something else. 

This will be the great benefit to be 
derived from the set-back that has been 
given tothe cause of prohibition. Even those 
who have been inclined to favor it and 
have given it tentative support will fall 
away and join the: ranks of those who are 
striving to secure the adoption of rational 
and practicable measures of restriction, 
leaving only the impracticables to continue 
the unavailing cry for the unattainable. 
lt will bring accessions to the support of 
the policy of high license and local option, 
which has the merit of being adaptable to 
the condition of public sentiment and capa- 
ble of indefinite extension. It is the 
policy of present expediency. and future 
progress. It can be made as restrictive as 
the communities to which it is applied will 
sustain and make effective, and the restric- 
tion can be increased whenever they are pre- 
pared for it. This is the reasonable and 
sensible method of temperance legislation, 
and it will gain advantage from the 
defeats which prohibition has encountered. 
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‘THE PEOPLE AND THE TRUSTS. 


In the last six months the number of com- 
binations designed to suppress competition 
has increased in this country, and the great 
Trusts almost without exception have be- 
come more powerful. The pecuniary gains 
of some of these have led manufacturers in 
other branches of industry to undertake 
the formation of similar ‘‘combines,” and 
there 1s a decided and growing tendency 
toward the making of rings that shall in- 
crease the protits of manufacturing by pre- 
venting competitive sales of products. At 
the same time the movement of the people 
for the restraint or dissolution of these 
rings has gained force, and the results 
of it are beginning to appear in new 
legislation,, crude, severe, and in some 
cases not well adapted to the pur- 
pose, ‘but by its very severity indicating 
the intense hostility of the mass of con- 
sumers toward all schemes for the sup- 
pression of competition. Itis also notice- 
able that the makers of the great Trusts, 
who not long ago sought only concediment 
and even refused to disclose their agree- 
ments to legislative committees, are now 
defending openly and with considerable 
skill the Trust plan, and even trying to 
convince the people that competition is the 
greatest evil of these days. 

in spite of the victory won by the people 
in their attempt to punish certain corpora- 
tions that violated the law by entering the 
Sugar Trust and surrendering control of 
their business to that association, this 
Trust controls the sugar market more 
effectively than it did when the suit was 
brought, and is making enormous profits 
out of its monopoly. Its dividends last 
year were equivalent to about 18 per cent. 
on a capital stock representing at par a 
sum that is about three times the actual 
value of the property put into the ‘‘com- 
bine.” The outside companies exact a 
price only a shade Jower than that of the 
Trust, and their profits are very large. The 
White Lead Trust has very recently ab- 
sorbed the enly formidable independent 
companies in the West, and is now striving 
to gain the adhesion of the only prominent 
independent company in the East. This 
recent development of its power is 
due to the fact that men who 
have for years been connected with 
the Standard Oil Trust have become pecuni- 
arily interested in this combination. The 
White Lead ‘lrust will soon rank with the 
Sugar Trust in capital and resources. At 
the present time capitalists from England 
are engaged with the salf manufacturers of 
this country in perfecting a scheme for 
uniting all of our salt-producers in a Trust 
that shall act in harmony with the Salt 
Trust of England. It is even suggested 


united in an actual Trust. The Trust plan 
is being introduced in large cities for the 
monopolizing of gas supplies and the water- 
ing of the capital on which consumers. of 
gas must pay interest and dividends. 
These are some of the most striking symp- 
toms of the Trust mania. 
If the Trust-makers really believe that 
the people of the United States will consent 
that many of our leading industries shall 
be permanently monepolized in this way, 
they have been strangely misled. If they 
suppose that the people will be convinced 
by their arguments that competition ought 


measure the strength and drift of public 
opinion. For the solution of such problems 
as this which is presented by the growth of 
Trust schemes the people move slowly, but 
when they shall determine to apply a rem- 
edy for the disease, it will not be possible to 
oppose them successfully, They have no 
more liking for the doctrines of the Trust- 
makers than they have for the visionary 
schemes of the so-called Collectivists or 
Socialists, who held that the multiplication 


} of Trusts wili inevitably and speedily lead 


to the operation of ‘all manufacturing in- 
dustries by the Government. They will 
have neither Monopoly nor Socialism, but 
will put down both. 

At present they are dazed by the rapid 
growth of these organizations, But in the 
near future they will find weapens with 
which to assail them. They will, make full

valuable privileges and powers only to, use 
the same to the injury ef those who grant- 
ed them. Whenever it shall appear that a 
Trust or a similar combination has sup- 
pressed competition and practiced extortion 
under the shelter and with the aid of a tariff 
duty, that duty will be largely reduced or 
cut off altogether. In addition they will 
proceed against the combinations by means 
of new statutes that shall embody the com- 
mon law with respect to the suppression of 


‘ competition, that has ‘been interpreted so 


many times and so clearly by our courts. 
If the laws recently enaeted in three or 
four States shall prove to be inadequate or 
objectionable, other laws will be passed 
that will answer the purpose. 

The idea that the American people will 
quietly submit to the loss of competition in 
manufactures and trade, that they will con- 
sent to come under the domination of rings 
of manufacturers, that they will permit 
such rings to fix the prices of staple prod- 
ucts and necessaries of life and at the same 
time to exclude from the industries so con- 
trolled citizens who desire to use their cap- 
ital and skill in those industries, that they 
will allow great confederations to tax them 
at pleasure for the enrichment of idle 
owners’ of decaying factories and anti- 
quated machinery, and that they will sub- 
missively legislate for the protection and 
profit df such confederations, is one that 
cannot be entertained by honest and clear- 
headed men. The Trust-makers will try 
to commend it tothe people, and will use 
in this work the resources of great money 
capital and social and political influence, 
but they will fail. 








SAVING LIVES DURING THE SUM- 
MER. 


A recentreport of Dr. Tracy, Assistant 
Sanitary Superintendent of the Board of 
Health, on mortality in tenement houses 
will attract much attention both among 
sanitarians and the general public. The 
entire pepulation included in this report is 
1,093,701 persons; the total number of 
deaths among these for a year is 40,175, of 
which more than half, or 24,842, occurred 
in the tenement houses. To the surprise of 
all students of health statistics in New- 
York, the lowest death rate in the large 
divisions of the city, or 22.55 to the thou- 
sand, is on the east of Broadway and to the 
south of Fourteenth-street, one of the most 
densely-crowded districts in the civilized 
worl, and almost entirely occupied by 
tenement-house people. Asif to show that 


this is not an accident, the general tene- . 


ment death rato is found to be only 22.71. 
The highest general death rate of the city, 
26.60. is in the district south of Four- 
teenth-street and west of Broadway; and 
what may be called the most wealthy por- 
tion—the quarter west of Fifth-avenne, be- 
tween Fourteenth and Fifty-ninth streets— 
shows a death rate higher than the tene- 
ment-house average, 23.52. These remark- 
able figares would apparently prove that 
the healthiest of the large districts of the 
city is the tenement-house quarter. This is 
so extremely improbable that there is 
probably some mistake in estimating the 
conditions of the problem. 

The general figures, however, as stated 
by Dr. Tracy, also go to show that the 
fearful mortality of the tenement-house 
population has at length been met by scien- 
tific and philanthropic efforts, and that the 
conditions of life for the poor have some- 
what changed in our great city. Thus, 
nineteen years since, in 1869, the total 
population of New-York was 894,419; this 
has increased, in 1888, to 1,526,081.. The 
tenement-house populatién, however, has 
increased still faster, from 468,492 in 1869, 
to 1,093,701 in 1888, while the deaths 
have by no means increased in the same 
ratio, being among the tenement popula- 
tion in 1869, 13,285, while in 1888 they 
were 24,842. Or, in 1869, the tenement 
death rate was 28.35, being a little more 
than the general death rate of the whole 
population, while in 1888 it was 22.71, 
that being considerably lower than the 
general death rate. The figures, according- 
ly, of last year show a diminution in the 
death rate ameng every 1,000 of the poor 
of about 5.64, which would mean that over 
5,000 human lives among the poorest of the 
city are saved each year by sanitary and 
benevolent enterprises. “ 


We have often noted in past years the 
results of intelligent endeavor and humane 
sympathy in this city in the various efferts 
made by the rich to give fresh air, better 
food, and country pleasures to the children 
of the poor. These highly-compassionate 
and humane enterprises have not only 
enormously increased in this city, but have 
spread throughout the country, and have 
been imitated in various civilized countries 
throughout the world. In this city it is an 
effort of the well-to-do classes to share the 
blessings of life with the poorest. It is evi- 
dent that there are hundreds of thousands 
of children in this city who are scarcely 
ever permitted to breathe the fresh air of 
the country or to enjoy country fare or to 
getany of the enjoyments which the Sum- 
mer brings to the poor in the rural districts. 
These little ones live crowded in the reek- 
ing tenement houses, scarcely able to sleep 
at night from the heat and smells, and eat- 
ing quantities of unripe fruit and inautri- 
tious food. The consequence of all this- was 
in former years that a pestilence—the. chol- 
era infantum—swept through this popula- 
tion and thousands of deaths occurred each 
Summer. At the present time a well-known 
benevolent association like the Children’s 
Aid Society sends down each Summer about 
ten thousand cases to the Summer Home at 
Bath and the Health Home on Coney Isl- 
and, besides the numbers taken care 
of by its sick mission within the 
city. Hundreds of young lives are 
centinually saved by -these benevolent 
efforts. Besides these, charitable associa- 
tions like the St. John’s Guild and numer- 
ous Summer homes among the churches 
are continually providing fresh air and 
country pleasures for the poor. These 
various enterprises of mercy have be- 
come so manifold and so well directed 
that ‘they have at length checked the in- 
cursions of the fearful Summer pestilence 
among ‘the ‘tenement-house poor, and we 
may fairly say. that. the. five or six 


thousand lives saved each Summer, as com- . 


pared with the death rate of twenty years 
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ago, are largely due. to these persevering. 
efforts of Christian charity. 

- Bus itis a matter to be regretted that. 
some of the most important of these 
charities are suffering from a lack of funds. 
The Children’s Aid Society, especially in 
its hospital for sick children, en the west 
end of Coney Island, has not enough means 
to carry on the great work which 1¢ would 
gladly do. It would be a pity if, during 
the present Summer, in which we may 
naturally expect great suffering from the 
heat, its charitable labors should be 
cramped for wants of means. Gifts for 
this purpose may be sent to Grorar S.

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SECTARLAN POLITICS. 


An interesting letter from Toronto in 
yesterday’s TIMES gave a clearer view than 
most American readers have been able to 
get heretofore of the present aspect of Cana- 
dian politics, Before and since the con- 
federation the disturbing and threatening 
element in these politics has been supplied 
by the difference in'race, language, and 
religion of an important and numerous 
body of Canadians from their. fellew-citi- 
zens. Four generations have passed away 
since the British conquest of Canada was 
completed, and yet the descendants of the 
French settlers of Quebec are no more 
Anglicized than were the original col- 
onists themselves... They constitute 
foreign bedy in the State which, but 
for them, would be as modern and as 
progressive us ourown Republic, To all.ad- 
vance and to all change they oppose, not 
projects of counter-change, but merely a 
resolute and insuperable inertia, There is 
scarcely another instance of so complete a 
survival of national feeling in like circum- 
stances. Ireland furnishes the only paral- 
lel, and [reland and Lower Canada equally 
bear testimony to the British incapacity 
for conciliating and assimilating foreigners. 
Where the government is by the strong 
hand merely and avowedly, the defects 
arising frem this incapacity do not 
show themselves so markedly, or at 
least not in the same~ way. In 
India the mass of the population are 
still to the conquerors mere “natives,” 
whose opinions it is not necessary to con- 
sult, and who are not to be admitted to any 
sharein the Government. Representative 
institutions bring out very clearly the 
weakness and the danger of an alien com- 
munity in the State, The difference of race 
and religion is the same in Ireland and 
in Canada. It is net aggravated in Ireland 
by a difference in language, but the sense 
of injustice and persecution which exists 
throughout Ireland is as strong a bar toa 
good understanding as a difference of lan- 
guage. Fortunately for the peace of Can- 
ada the French. Canadians are not an in- 
flammable race. They merely oppose to the 
union of homogeneous parts, which the 
Confederation ought to be in order to se- 
cure its objects, a stolid and successful re- 
sistance. 








The ‘religious differences between the 
British and French Canadians enter into 
politics mainly in connection with ques- 
tions of education. We ourselves have had 
our experience in regard to this, and we 
are pretty well agreed that the only method 
by which’ religion can be kept out of 
politics is the absolute secularization of 
education. Unfortunately the zealots of 
neither of the religions concerned will con- 
sent to this. They respectively regard the 
system of public instruction as a means of 
making proselytes to their side, and they 
make every effort toforce it to that use. 
As soon as they succeed in any degree, they 
furnish the partisans of the other religion 
with a grievance. A single parent and tax- 
payer has a right to. demand that his 
children shall not be taught religious 
doctrines which he disbelieves, There 
is no other safe rule than this. In 
Massachusetts not long ago a number of 
Protestant ministers united in demanding, 
first, that the Roman Catholic schools 
should be put under State supervision, 
and secondly, that téxtbooks objectionable 
and offensive to Roman Catholics should 
continue to be used in the public schools. 
Where such a temper is exhibited, it is in 
vain to hope for-any reasonable compro- 
mise. Such a temper, it is evident, exists in 
Canada on both sides, and both sides desire 
to use the machinery of the Government to 
propagate their own faith. Itis the busi- 
ness of the statesmen of Canada and of the 
people of Canada who are not zealots to 
see that they do not have their way, and 
that no excuse is furnished to the bigots of 
either party by the bigots of the other. 


NOTES OF NAVAL INTEREST. 








Reports from the Paris Exposition say that 
one of the tinest exbibits, and by far the most 
complete in ordnanée, is that of the Hotohkiss 
Arms Company. The guns which the Hotchkiss 
people have on exhibition are of their machine 
and rapid-tire types, both styles of which are 
now in use in the United States Navy. Hotch- 
kiss, the inventor of the machine gun, was an 
American who conceived and planned out his 
design in this country. On perfecting his gun 
he offered it to the United States Government, 
butit was refused. He then took it to France, 
where it was eagerly seized, and to-day this 
country has to pay an enormous royalty on 
every one of his guns manufactured in France. 
Hotchkiss died with Considerable money, his. 
guo being in use’ in nearly all the fleeta of Eu- 
rope. 

The extension of time asked for by the Union 
Tron Works of San Francisco on the oruiser 
Charleston is just what most naval people ex- 
vected would be the outcome of the last at- 
tempt to give her a successful test: Now that 
every Means possible will be used to obtain tull 
and accurate details of the trials of the Jupan- 
oso croiser Naniwa-Kan, it is noped that the 
Charleston will be able to profit by the lessons 
learned by the English construgtors of the 
Charleston’s prototy Had these details been 
in tne hands of the Union Iron Works before 
the Charieston was announced as_ ready for the 
test, 1t is quite jikely that Mr. Scott would have 
immediately instituted some marked changes in 
the machinery of the vessel. Asit is, he went 
on trial and learned the same iesson that the 
English learned with the Nauiwa-Kan.

TO RELIEVE 1HE COUR. 


£x-Judge William H. Arnoux is very much 
pleased with the Committee of Seven which he, 
as President of the New-York State Bar Asso- 
ciation, and in obedience to a resolution of that 
body, recently appointed to devise some method 
of relief for the crowded condition of the cal- 
endars of the cirouit of the Supreme Court in 
the First Department, and the delays incident 
thereto, and to confer with the Judges of the 
court and to present any plan or suggestion 
they may have to make. ; 

“As soon as [received official notice of the 
resolution of the New-York State Bar Associa- 
tion,” he said yesterday, *“*I nominated as mem- 
bers of the committee Charles A. Davison, 
who presented the resolution at the meeting of 
the association; Noah Davis and E. L. Fancher, 
both ex-Judges of the. Supreme Court, and 
Messrs. James C. Carter, Robert Ludlow 
¥owler, Elbridge T. Gerry, and David J. Dean, 
all of whom are distinguished in their pro- 
fession. It is a matter of congratulation, 7 
think, that not one of these gentlemen has de- 
clined to serve on the committee. All of them 
are extremely busy men. and can scarcely aftord 
the time which will be requirea by the commit- 
tev’a work, but they all recognize the necessity 
of some action for the relief of the overcrowded 
condition of the Supreme Conrt calendar. Itis 
a relief that is not. only due to the Judges of 
the Supreme Court and the lega! profession, but 
also to the public. 

“ Of course, itis too early now even to indi- 
cate specifically what the committee willdo. [ 
can only make the general statement that it 
will recommend sume pian for the attainment 
of the object in view. Ishall not call the com- 
mittee together before next Fall, because 
most of them, if not all, will bave left the city 
ina fortnight, and also because vo action on the 
committee’s part is necessary until the Summer 
has passed. Moreover, the intervening time 
will enable each member to study the queation 
thoroughly and to give, when we do meet, the 
fruits of his ripest reflection. Ihave no doubt 
at all that something satisiactory will come 
from this reflection and from’ the deliberation 
of the committee as a whole. — 

** Several plans have been suggested from as 
many sources, but al! so far pave been objec- 
tionable in one way or another. It seems tu me, 
at this moment, that a feasible method of relief 
would be to have referees sit wifh juries, and 
thus assist in the disposal of the Supreme Court 
cases. We have several ex-Jucges of the Su- 
preme Court whe are quite as able to try cases 
as when they were on the bench, and I have no 
coubt that, for the consideration df $50 or $100 
per day, they would serve in that capacity.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 21.—Gov. Gordon has 
just appointed the tollowing Municipal Govern-. 
‘ment for the town of 8t. Mary's; Mayor—The . 
Hon. Robert Tompkins; Aldermen—D, L Lonh, 
A. O. Wright, J. R.Bachlott, F. Rudolph, and J. 
J. Vocelle. In the othertowns and cities of 
Georgia it is the custom for the citizens to elect 
. their Mayor and Councilmen, just as the free- 
men of such communities are in the habit of 
doing in every State in the Union. 

Why is St Mary’s made an exceptional case? 
Why are her people deprived of the elective 
franchise in municipal matters? The trouble 
dates back several years. Si. Mary’s is an im. 
portant port of entry on the river of that name 
between Georgia and Florida. The town has 
perhaps fifteen hundred inhabitants, but the 
negroes are in an overwhelming majority. 
When the State was under a Republican Admin- 


istration the blacks, of course, had it all their 
own way at.St. Mary’s. Even after the Demo- 
crats came into power it was impussiple to pre- 
vent them from electing the municipal officers, 
— whites had to suũ binit and make tne best 
° 

Finally a very unpleasant thing occurred. 
Tunis G. Campbell, a negro Justice of the Peace, 
informed the Captain of a British sailing vessel 
that he would not be allowed to leave the port 
until bis men had settled certain debts contract- 
ed by them while on shore. The Captain was 
assured by his men that it was a trumped-up 
charge to extort money, and he swore that he 
would sail when he pleased. To his consterna- 
tion six big negroes, armed with muskets, took 
possession of his shi , and be was served with 
what purported to be a writ of ne exeat, a 
paper drawn up by the negro Justice, 
taoreatening him with all sorta of pains 
and penalties if he dared to take his 
vessel from St. Mary’s. The sturdy .Briton 
was furious. A bright idea struck him, 
however, and when night came he treated his 
guards liberally to whisky. In a short time the 
negroes yielded to their potations and fell 
asleep. They were — disarmed and 
handcuffed by the Captain and his men, and the 
ship at once weighed anchor and sailed for Sa- 
Vanoah, where the outrage was laid before the 
British Consul. Fortunately the Consul was a 
man of peace. He soothed the angry Captain, 
complimented him: upon his boldness, and 
argued with him thatit would be unjust to the 
white people of Georgia to hold ghem responsi- 
ble for the action of a crowd of ignorant blacks 
who had only recently been emancipated from 
slavery. The Captain was induced to take this 
view of it, and nothing further was done. 

But the whites took alarm. They determined 
to run such risks no lenger. As it was impos- 
sible to outvote the negroes at St. Mary’s, the 
Legislature passed an act autherizing tle Gov- 
ernor to appoint all the officers of the Municipal 
Government, So the peaceful port of St. Mary’s 
has for years been undistur . by an election. 
Vessels from all parts of the world land there 
and take cargoes of lumber and naval atores, 
and their sailors roam the streets and wonder 
how itis that so large a black majority is con- 
trolled by a few white citizens who hold all the 
oltices and deal out justice. 

The point is sometimes made that itis not 
strictly the thing to single out. a community 
anc piace it under the control of the Govern- 
ment of the State, but it is not likely that the 
Status of St. Mary’s will be changed until the 
whites find themselves in the majority. 

The case of this strangely-governed Georgia 
town shows that it is possible for a Southern 
State with a Democratic Legislature to smash 
anything like home rule er local government in 
the localities where the negroes greatly out- 
number the whites. Whether such methods are 
in accordance with the letter and spirit ot the 
— and State Constitutions is another ques-

contorted to move the pit, and eyes shining in 
the footlights’ giare—bad not been dwelt upon 
ina way at which the visitor will shudder. 
This is painting for the pit; soon, doubtless, 
Mr. Sargent may tind himseif appealing to the 
taste o¢ the shilling gallery.”

OBEYENNE, Wyoming, June 21.—Gov. Francis 
E. Warren of this Territory is displeased by the 
Statements made in THe Tres that he was 
removed from office by President Cleveland in 
1885 tor Niegally fencing in Government lands. 
His fences limited the area that would be avail- 
\ble to pre-emption and final ownership by 
settlers of small means, whose industry makes 
the real wealth of new countries. In view of 
nis removal for cause, his reappointment in 
1889 was a public scandal. He publicly de- 
ciares, and his creatures repeat his declaration, 
that he was removed from office for his opposi- 
tion to the policy of Land Commissioner Sparks, 
&nd that he never fenced in land that did not 
belong to him or the corporations he dominates. 

In THE Times of Sunday, June 9, Mr. William 
Ware Peck described the method of land steal- 
ing long in vogue in Wyoming, and showed that 
an act to meet the crime and punish the crim- 
inals was passed by Congress in February, 
1885. Gov. Warren wants to kuow the name 
of the man who has charged him with being an 
ubfit Governor for Wyoming, and who has hith- 
erto presented facts enough to convince even 
the Governor himself of his own unworthiness 
if they were not counteracted by bis self-love 
and selfish prejudice. ‘What has he tosay about 
the subjoined article from the pen of Mr. Peck, 
charging hita with being an appropriator of 
public land: 

THE GOVERNOR OF WYOMING. 

The belt of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany grant is 1,030 miles in length by 40 miles 
in width, the belt containing 41,200 sections, or 
26,868,000 acres of reserved and granted lands, 
the sections being arranged in alternation, as 
even and odd numbered sections—the even- 
numbered being reserved, the odd-numbered 


granted. The reserved sections are 20,600 and 
contain 13,184,000 aeres, and the granted sec- 
tiens are therefore the same in number apd 
acreage, 

I have explained the predatory practice by 
whioh the grantee under the company, hear or 
remote, may inclose moré or less of the Gov- 
ernment sections by placing his fence upon the 
edges ef the edd sections, and thus attempting 
té evade, under the color of a fictitious exercise 
of the fencing right, the rights of the Govern- 
ment at common law and its rights under the 
act of Congress of the 25th day of February, 
1885, entitled ‘“‘An act to prevent unlawful 
occupancy of the public lands.” Ihave thus 
made it plain that the sub-grantee or a com- 
bination of sub-grantees owning only the odd 
sections of the thirty-six sections which com- 

ose a township may plant a complete circuit 
enee upon the odd section edges, anda thus 
inciose twenty-four of the thirty-six sec- 
tions, or 15,360 acres, eight of the twenty- 
four being Government sections and containing 
5,120 acres. and that the eight Government 
sections thus taken from the Governmeni and 

ublic use and the sixteen private sections are 

n this Manner thrown into one private range. 
let a checkerboard represent a township, the 
black squares even, the white squares edd sec- 
tions; imacine a Government cornerstone to 
stand at the union point of each set of four 
squares; trace a fence line upon the edges of 
the white squares, so that the ends of the line 
on each white square will be just short of the 
stones, keeping the line as nearly as practicable 
to the township lines for the purpose of em- 
bracing twenty-four squares’ within the line, 
and the matter is clear. Of course, just in pro- 
portion t® the increase in the number of town- 
ships lying in compact area and controlled by 
the sub-grantee by his ownership of the odd sec- 
sions the inclosed area will be increased. 

Under President Cleveland’s Administration 
‘the Department of Justice instituted in the Ter- 
cutory, under this act of Congress, several suits 
in equity for the purpose of enforcing the act, 
ind with the intention, in case of adverse de- 
cisions by the Supreme Court of the Territory, 
to carry the subject to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The suits are in prosecution , 
accordingly. I will speak of one of them parti- 
cularly, with the treble view of illustrating the 
extraordinory length to which this fencing 
practice is pushed, the paramount importance 
of thie subject to the interests of the Territory, 
aud the imperious necessity of a final decision: 
by the highest court. 

The suit is in favor of the United States 
against the Douglas- Willan Sartoris Company. 
The defendant is a corporation, which was or- 
ganized abroad, supplied with foreign capital, 
nud lovated in Albany County—its purpose being: 
the live stock and land acquisition business—the 
whole affair thoroughly and characteristically 
English in its aggressive aud intermeddling as- 
surance. Willan, its manager, and Sartoris, its 
Secretary, have gone turough the furms and 
fictions of naturalization after the cheap Amer- 
ican method of manufacturing citizens. The 
company owns, under the Union Pacific Rail- 
ruad grant, the 216 sections of 12 adjacent } 
townships in that county, or 138,240 acres of 
land, and has erecte’ and maintained by the; 
fence plan above explained a system of united 
fences, which make three inclosures of odd and 
even numbered sections. ‘he aggregate length 
of the artiticial fence which composes the 
system is very nearly eighty miles; the 
real length far exceeds that number of 
miles by tying up at different points 
two lakes, and thus employing intermedi- 
ate shore lines as fence links. The inclosures 
contain 81,440 acres, and thus lock up 39,040 
acres of Government. sections with 42,400 
acres of the defendant's sections, and all into 
three private ranges, which have no @ivisions 
put the invisible geometric section lines. 

The Warren Live Stock Company is a corpo- 
ration, ana its articles were filed in Laramie 
County, in this Territory, on the 1st day of No- 
vember, 1883. Francis E. Warren was its pro- 
ector, and from tae first has been, and now is, 
ts chief owner and President. It was incorpo- 
sated for land acquisition and live-gtock culture 
and sale. Its operations in live stock are im- 
mense. Astatement published onthe 28th of 
Maren last by the Governor's organ is that it 
pwué about 2,500 head of Hereford catile, over 
2,000 horses and mules, over 2,560 Angora 
goats, and over 70,000 sheep. It has 
for years had wooden posts and barbed- 
wire inclosing fences within the Unton 
Pacific Railroad belt in Laramie County. 
Oue of them is on the southerly half of the belt 
—that 1s, between the railroad and the souther- 
ly line of the belt, the interior area of which is 
credibly stated te extend easterly and westerly 
at least twenty-four miles and northerly and 
southerly atleast twelve miles. Arrange the 
area circlewise and it has a diameter of eighteen 
and a perimeter of fifty-four miles—an area 
more than twice as large as that of Manhattan 
Island. It has on the north half of the belt— 
that is, between the railroad and the north belt 
line, a fence inclosure of equal extent. The 
same publication contains the following pas- 
sages: 

“The company to-day own and control 285,000 
acres of the choicest land in Wyoming. They have 
95,000 acres that they own in fee simple, 23,000 of 
achool and university land in this Territory and 
Coiorado, 150,000 of range rights, and about 
15,000 of Government land, making a Vast tract of 
over a quarter of a millien acres in all. This vast 
tract lies north and south of the Union Pacific 
Rail The part lying south is over 25 miles 
long and 11 wide. A substantial four-wire and 
top-pole fence incloses the entire y of land. 
Thirty-eight ranches and sheep stations have been 
established, including those on Bear, Horse, and 
Pole Creeks. 

“In order to give the reader some idea of the ex- 
tent of the land owned and controlled by this com- 

any, it may be stated that one reaches the tract at 
Pie puter limits of the city of Cheyenne, and a drive 
pt several days’ duration will not take you off that 
tract, provided you visit all the ranches,” 


It 18 easy to see how much of aggression upen 
the Government lards is intended to be 
varnished over by this subservient statement, 
and how much that aggression swells the fig- 
ures of this stupendous monopoly. Tne Pitts- 
burg #ost spoke thus: 


* President Cleveland in 1886 removed Frarcis 
E. Warren, a —— cattle king, from the Gov- 
ernorship of that Territory because he was an of. 
fender against the law prohibiting the fencing in of 
the public lands. President Harrison has just re- 
appointed Warren. He is one of the cattle million- 
2 who were heavy contributors to Quay’s cam- 
paign, chest. We presume he will take his 
reappointment as authority to fence in all 
tion. 


The Salt Lake Tribune rejoined thus: 

“As to the land bugaboo, the company of which 
Gov. Warren was a member, owning the alternate 
sections and all the water, and not able to get any 
title to the Government land—which, 

‘would be utterly useless to any one who had no 
‘watering places for stock—included some of the 
Government land within its fences under the belief 
thet an ustment was about to be made whereby 
tney could lease the lan There was no wrong to 
Government inflicted or attempted, no indi- 
vidual suffered any wrong by the act of the com-

These fences'of the Warren 
Live Stock Company are as notorious as is the 
Capitol which occupies the head of Capitol- 
avenue, Their existence is as well known to 
the Delegate ag is the way to his own house, 
He knows that this act of Congress is just, wise, 
benefleent, and necessary—that it was passed to 
assert the dignity of the Government and to 
protect the interests of the Territery, He knew 
that the President's duty was to respect and to 
enforce this law; that the President would ap- 
point to the Governorstip no one whom be even 
suspected to be a breakerof thie law, and that 
the President relied upon his advice as to which 
one of the candidates was the best one for the 
office, He advised that Francis E. War- 
ren was the best one tor. the _ office. 
The President took him at his word and made 
‘the appoiatment. The Delegate did not delude 
the President by misrepresenting the truth. He 
did not delude the President by suppressing 
the trath. Thus the latter was ied into an un- 
seemly contradiction. He is charged with the 
duties of twa departments. From the Depart- 
ment of Justice he is prosecuting suits for the 
suppression of this fencing practice. Through 
the Department of the Interior he has issued a 
commisston for the Governorship of this Territo- 
ry. to one who puraues the practice. 

What sball the President do in snch a case? 
He must investigate. He must send out for 
investigation and report one of those nonde- 
script facilities with which a parsimonious 
Congress cripples him for the purpose, one of 
those representatives who between small pay, 
uncertain tenures, and natural depravity easily 
fall victims to the blandishments ofa strange 
land—a Special Agent of the Department of the 
Interior, The agent arrives, full of fatthful 
‘apirit; the atmosphere of the country is new to 
him and dazes his senses, and presently it wiil 
be difficult to tell whose Special Agent he is, 
whether that of the department or that of the 
accused, 

I shall speak further of the Governor of Wyo- 
ming in connection with the Federal domain.

TROUBLE IN PLANNING NEW STREETS 
IN THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 

President Hutchings presented to the Board 
of Street Opening and Improvement at its meet- 
ing at the City Hall yesterday afternoon a set 
of maps, and explained to the board that they 
represented the proposed plan for extending 
the streets in certain sections of the Twenty- 
third Ward and Morrisania. They have been 
adopted by the commission of which ex-Senator 
Caldwell and Jordan L. Mott were members. 
President Hutchings stated that, as far as pos- 
sible, his department had extended the lines of 
streets for the purpose of making them uni- 
form, but in many cases this had been found 


out of the question, owing to the manner in 
which the old farm lines had been followed. 
Mayor Grant expressed the opinion that all the 
streets iu the anuexed district should be opened 


at once. 
“When you recommend a systematic plan,” 
remarked the Mayor to Mr. Hutchings, “I will 
vote for it and hold you responsible, At present 
a bad condition of affairs exists up there. We 
will lay the matter over until the next meeting, 
when a final map must be submitted. by your 
department.” 

Mayor Grant e ented yesterday the resigna- 
tion of William V. I. Mercer as Secretary of the 
board, and it was accepted without discussion. 
Afterward, on motion of President Arnold, Mr. 
Van Burgh Livingston was appointed to the 
ottice. The salary is $1.200 a year. Mr. Liv- 
ingston is an oldish man with whiskers of a de- 
cided English cut. He was appointed a City 
Assessor by Mayor Grace, but Mayor Hewitt re- 
moved him to make way for Edward Cahill. He 
is a member of the old Livingston family, and 
for some years has had poiitical aifiliations with 
Tammany Hall.

DR. DUNCAN WILL REOOVER. 


AN OFFICIAL REPORT THAT THE CASE IS 


NOT ONE OF YELLOW. FEVER. 

The condition of Dr. Duncan, who.was sup- 
posed to be suffering from yellow fever and 
who was removed to Swinburne Island, was re- 
ported yesterday as having improved greatly. 
Health Officer Smith visited the island at 11:30 
and said on his return that there was a fair 
prospect of his recovery. The history of the 
symptoms since Dr. Duncan’s admission to 
Swinburne Island Hospital and his present con- 
dition, Dr. Smith says, prove conclusively that 
the case is one of intermittent fever and not 
“Yellow Jack” at all. 

The quarantine on the house of William H. 
Thompson at 173 Hanegcek-street, Brooklyn, 


from which Dr. Duncan’ was removed while 
suffering from supposed yellow fever, was 
raised yesterday. Ur. Bogert, the attending 
physician, who was imprisonad in the house by 
order. of Health Commissioner. Griffin, was per- 
mitted to go to his home, and although a 
warrant for his arrest for violating a health 
ordinance had been issued, it was not served, A 
score of local physicians took vp: his case 
yesterday and prepared a long history of it, 
closing with a protest against his imprisonment 
as being without process of law, and without 
————— in the history of Brooklyn. They 

ela that if the power of arbitrary arrest is lett 
to the discretion of the Comimissiouer of Health, 
no physician can know when this — may 
be exercised, and the possibility of its being 
used for the purpose of annoying a physician 
would continually hang over the heads of 
practitioners. ‘he protest was signed by some 
of the best-known pbysicians in the olty. 

Dr. Bogert said last night that be had engaged 
counsel and would sue. the city for damages.

PECULIAR COURT PROCEEDINGS WHICH

LESSONS OF EXPERIENCE 


NATURHS KFOROES WORAING 
FOR REFORM. 


EX-SECRETARY FAIRCHILD’$ ADDRESS 


TO.THE MEMBERS OF THE REFORM 
CLUB—TARIFF AND CIVIL SERVICE. 
In spite of the heat the parlors of the Reform 
Club were more than comfortably filled last 
evening with an audience of enthusiastic re- 
formers, who had assembled to listen to an 
address by ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles 
8. Fairchild upon “Tariff Reform.” Everett P. 
Wheeler, the President of the club, introduced 
Mr. Fairchild-in a brief speech, in which he 
criticised President Harrison’s Administration 
in no measured terms. The ex-Secretary said: 
. “We are all selfish, we.are all evil, but selfish- 
ness must not turn against selfishness and evil 
against evil, and in the end their opposites 
muet prevail. [t often has seemed to me that 
one of the chief reasons why a government of 
universal suffrage must, on the whole, give the 
best results is thatin such a government this 
part of the nature of mankind couid have the 
freest play, and in a territory so great in area 
and with such variety as this United States of 
ours of course universal suffrage has the best 
chance to work out the results of the friction 
and antagonism of varied interests. We cannot 
but be on the whole pleased and satisfied that 
imperfect as it all is yet that it is the best of 
all the experiments yet tried. 
“ Just now the friends of the two specific re- 
forms which this olub has especially at. heart 


foe} that perhaps the course is backward in the 
United States, Tariff reforn. seems to have 
been rejected by the country, but ‘ seems’ is the 
tight word to use, for I cannot feel that the 
country has yet had its last word on that sub- 
ject. 6 need carefully to distinguish the pro- 
tective-tariff doctrine of to-day from that of the 
early days of the Republic. Then it was 
claimed that there were certain industries 
which could be promoted here by a tariff that in 
time—a short time—they would be on sucha 
basis of prosperity that they could give us their 
products as cheaply as could any part of the 
world. [t was not claimed that it woula be to 
our advantage forever to produce articles here 
for our own use at a greater cost than we could 
get them elsewhere; this latter is now the doc- 
trine of protection. Iclaim that this doctrine 
has not been fairly presented to the people of 
this country, and that they do not understand 
it and its logical consequences, and that when 
they do understand it they will reject it. 

‘“‘T was startled the other day by this ques- 
tion, asked me by a man of the highest char- 
acter and standing: *Do you not think that in a 
country where we have universal suffrage, and 
where everything is dependent upon the intel- 
ligence of the mass of the people, we should 
have a system of law which would give them 
the highest possible return for their labor, and 
thus permit them to give themselves every ‘ad- 
vantage therefrom, and that this is reason 
enough for a protective taritf?’ 

“Of course I believe that such should be tho 
result of our laws, and because I believe that 
the exact opposite is the effect of onr tariff 
laws, do I wish their reform. I have, I believe, 
hones#ly and candidly studied this question, 
and have not been able to see how in any way 
1t was possible for a protective tariff to do any- 
thing so far as the reward of labor was con- 
corned but reduce the average of it to the 
laboring men of this country. This is the very 
foundation of our faith. We believe that what- 
ever raises the average compensation of labor, 
by exactly the same ratio it raises the general 
prosperity of the country, and therefore we are 
for it. Buta protective tariff does not, cannot, 
do this, and therefore we are against it. 

**It is the mission of this club to so bring this 
very question to the mind of the country that 
the mass of the people—upon whom, indeed, all 
dves depend—will have no doubt whence will 
come the greatest reward to labor. I do not 
think that recent political events have at all 
marred the prospects of this reform, but the 
contrary. ad I had my property invested in 
something dependent upon a tariff I should 
have desired the success of the party which did 
not succeed at the late election; and much as I 
regret that result personally, and as a partisan, 

* * radical tariff reformer, [ do not regret 
t at all. 

“‘T think, also, that there is the same hopeful 
outlook for civil service reform—by which I 
mean the elimination from the political cate- 
gory of most of the offices of government. 
Many a man in both parties who is what is 
called a politician, and who cares for nothing 
850 much as the succers of his partisan organi- 
zation, would to-day thank his stars if almost 
all the offices were so removed from politics, 
The present condition of things is not a source 
of strength to the party successful in an elec- 
tion. If it were, it would have a justification, 
and if this be as true as my observation and ex- 

rience teaches me that it is, then you have 

at to convince the people that this is true to 
make that reform successful to the . fullest 
extent. 

“‘The people, however, must be convinced of 
this, for the bulk of the people are partisans, 
say what we will, and cannot be made to be- 
lieve that what in reality contributes in the long 
run to thé success of their party is wrong. To 
return to my generalizations about reform, we 
will see upon looking closely that the general 
forces which from out of the evils of man’s nat- 
ure make for good are werfully at work to 
push on both of these reforms, and such men as 
you and such organizations as this have but to 

assist nature judiciously to gain this end.”

PLEASANT AND WISE WORDS FOR STATEN 


ISLAND ACADEMY GRADUATES. 

George William Curtis made a pleasant ad- 
dress yesterday afternoon to the graduates of 
the Staten Island Academy and Latin School on 
the occasion of that institution’s Commence- 
ment. He opened with a few humorous ailu- 
siona to Staten Island’s advantages as a resi- 
dence quarter, insisting, among other things,

After congratulating all interested in the 
rapid growth of the school, he said, addressing 
the graduates: ‘“‘Commencements ocour in the 
happy month of June—the month of roses— 
when young people make a beginning and an 
end of important chapters in their lives. How 
familiar the spectacle, gladdened by flowers,

HUNGARIANS WELL PLEASED. 





OFFICIAL DENIALS READ OF REPORTED 


ATROCITIES AT JOHNSTOWN. 

The Hungarian residents of this city held a 
mass meeting last evening to protest against 
tne charges that had been made againat their 
countrymen in the Conemaugh Valley of hav 
ing plundered and mutilated the dead victims 
of the flood. Dr. Gerstner, who had been ap- 
pointed by the Committee of Arrangements to 
preside, did not make his appearance, so Coro- 
ner Levy occupied the chair. Among the Vice 
Presidents were J. Cukor, 8. Balogh, J. Stefanko, 
P. Zambori, A. Pataki, J. Koleszar, and A. 
Szeplaki. 

The letters that Committeeman Stefanko had 
brought from the authorities in the flooded dis- 
trict were read. Gen. John A. Wiley, chief of 
the Department of Pablic Safety at Johnstown; 
wrote that the reportof the conduct of the 


Hungarians there had been misrepresented. 
They gave him no trouble whatever, but were 
obedient te authoritative directions, and, on the 
whole, a very well-behaved olass of people. 
Gen. Wiley had no knowledge whaterer of the 
robbing of dead bodies, nor of any lynching of 
any person in Johnstown. This letter was also 
concurred in by Gen. D. H. Hastings. 

Another document, signed and conourred in 
by E. B. O’Neil, Burgess; P. Fitzpatrick, Chief 
of Police of Johnstown, and Alexander N. 
Hart, Chief of Police of Cambria, declared that 
the statements that were published about the 
Hungarians robbing corpses and mutilating 
bodies wére false. The statements that they 
were lynehed were also false. Nothing of thea 
kind had happened in that community since the 
flood. The document adds that less trouble 
was caused by the Hungarians than by any 
other class of people working there.. 

The reading of these papers was greeted with 
great applause, and then the meeting passed 
resolutions regretting that the newspapers of 
this city had charged the Hungarians with 
those inhuman crimes, congratulated their com- 
mittee that it had succeeded in getting the writ- 
ten denials, and thanked the anthoritities in 
the flooded district for their certificates denying 
the truth of the charges. Several speeches 
San then made in English, Hungarian, and

FELLOWS STIRS HIS STUMPS. 

When asked yesterday concerning the letter 
addressed to him by the Reform Club about the 
failure to try Assemblyman Smith and others, 
indicted for bribery, District Attorney Fellows 
said: “Idon’t know who the people are in the 
City Reform Club, but I do know that their 
letter te me is entirely without justification. 
The cases to which they allude have not been 
delayed at all. The men were indicted on 
March 29, and the demurrer in their case was 
not deeided until about May 1. Prison cases 
always have preference over bail cases, and if 
such @ case is tried within two months after an 
indictment has been found we consider that we 
have been working rapidly.

HOWARDS HEAVY SENTENCE. 
William E. Howard, the electric sugar swin- 
dler who was convicted of grand larceny a few 
days ago, was arraigned yesterday morning be- 
fore Recorder Smyth in tke Court of General 
Sessions for sentence. His counsel asked for a 


new trial, which was promptly denied by the 
Recorder, who then talked to the prisoner in 
terms which were strong. 

“You have been convicted, Howard,” he said, 
“ofavery grave crime, after a fair and in- 

artial trial. Your crime has been aggravated 

y your conduct on this trial. You have been 
on this stand for days, and have sworn to things 
you must have known were not true. You have 
shown that perjury is not below you, and I am 
firmly convinoed of your sanctimonious hypoc- 
risy. The sentence of the court is that you be 
confined at bard labor in the State prison for 

, the term of nine years and eight months.” 





ALL BUT ONE SHOT IN THE BAOK. 
HELENA, Montana, June 21.—The driver ofa 
stage line running from Fort Benton to 
Livingston says that on Saturday last the body 
of a middle-aged woman, who had been shot in 
the back, was found by a cowboy ina wild and 
unfrequepted spot on Judith River. The Coro- 
ner’s inquest developed no information as to 
who she was. On Tuesday the bodies of twe 
men, a sixteen-year-old girl, ana a six-year-old 
girl were discovered about one hundred yards 
above the same place. All were shot in the 
back except the child, who wasstranglied. Near 
by were found the remaias of burned trunks 
and camp equipage. Everything by which the 
bodies might be identified was destroyed. 
Nobody in Judith County can recognize the 
bodies, They are supposed to have been a 
family of emigrants from [owa or Lilinois, 





THE FIRST COLORED PRIEST. 
BALTIMORE, June 21.—Cardinal Gibbons to- 
day ordained a number of students of St. Mary’s 
and 8t. Joseph’s Seminaries. Of these 6 were 
ordained priests, 9 deacons, and 18 sub-dea- 
cons, while 26 received the lower orders and 17 
took the initiatory steps toward confirmation, 


receiving the tonsure. Among the latter was 
Charlies Randolph Uncles, colored, who, if he 
receives holy orders, will be the first colored 
priest to be ordained in America. At the con- 
clusion of the solemn ordination service the 
Cardinal and attendant priests retired from the 
sanctuary, and the newly-ordained priests be- 
stowed their blessings upon their late fellow- 
students and upon their relatives.

THE KATRINA OUTPOINTED 
| AND OULFOOTED, 
THE BURGESS BOAT LEADS FROM START 
TO FINISH—ANOTHER CONTEST SET 
: FOR To-pDay. : 
One of the most interesting and picturesque 
yacht races seen in New-York waters for some 


; time waco the second match race yesterday be-

tween the two seventy-foot steel sloops Katrina 
and Titania. It was not especially interesting 
on account of an equality in the speed of the 
two yachts, for the Titania again proved herself 
to be the superior, but it settled beyond a ques- 
tion the relative merits of two racing Vessels, 
the fastest of their size in this country. 

The race was another triumph for Mr. Ed- 
‘ward Burgess, Boston’s great designer, who 
laid down the lines of the Titania two years ago, 
and who has always had great faith in his 
production. Mr, Burgess was aboard her, as 
‘Was ber owner, Mr. C. Oliver Iselin, and the 
‘way the two men worked and tugged at the 
main sheet, as the yacht entered the race, and 
many times thereafter, was almost painful to 
wee. They and about a dozen others were obey- 
ing the orders of Capt. Haff. It seemed yester- 
day as if his touch on the wheel was possessed 
of some magic charm, for a sloop was never 
seen to hug the wind any closer than did ‘the 
graceful Titania. 

The Titania pointed better and footed faster 
than the Katrina, and, as the conditions were in 


every way favorable to the *Thistle-like” sloop 
designed by Mr. A. Cary Smith, there could be 
only one decision mude—that, although the 
Katrina is a very fast boat, the Titania is faster. 

The wind blew from the southeast and held 
true throughout the race. The water was com- 

aratively smooth. The course lay from Buoy 

0, near the Southwest Spit, to and around the 
Sandy Hook Lightship, thence to a stakeboat 
anchored off the Shrewsbury Rocks, opposite 
Beabright, N. J., and home to Buoy 10 again by 
the same route. Therace was in charge of a 
committee of the New-York Yacht Club, made 
up of Messrs. 8. Nicholson Kane, Robert Center, 
and L. F. D’Oremieulx. They were the guests 
ef Commodore Gerry on board the Electra, as 
were also Commodore Henry Hovey and Mr. 
Dabney of the Eastern Yacht Club of Boston, 
Royal Prelps Carroll, J. T. Van Rensselaer, 
Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin, Miss Hattie Regera, 
Lieuts. Stevens, Dillingham, Speyers, Seabury, 
and Little of the United States Navy, John 
Hyslop, Mr. Larned, and G. C. Allen. 

There was a good deal of money wagered on 
the race, with the Katrina afavorite, which 
added to the interest taken in it. 

The start was an exceptionally fine one. The 
steam yacht Electra was anchored a short dis- 
tance to the southward of Buoy 10, near the 
Southwest Spit, and the starting line wae be- 
tween her and the buoy. The wind was biowing 
steadily from the southeast, about ten knots, 
and the tide was flood. At precisely 11 o’clock 
the preparatory gun was tired. The Katrina 
‘was then to the eastward and near the Electra, 
while the Titania held a position to the west- 
ward. Capt. Haff moved the white sloop upa 
trifle and then put her in the wind and held 
ber still, waiting fer the Katrina to turn 
and cross the lipe first. But Capt. Berry 
was not disposed tu take tne lead. 
When. the starting gun sounded = at 
11:10. Still Capt. Haff held the Titania per- 
fectiy quiet and waited. The Katrina bad an 
excellent opportunity to steer in and cut off the 
Titania, so that she woula have been handi- 
capped, but Capt. Berry was evidently de- 
termined to. be the last to enter the race, and 
his tactics ended in his being handicapped 
thirty-nine seconds. 

When only a minute was left before the third 
gun was fired Capt. Haff hela the Titania away 
a bit, her sails filled with the breeze, and she 
odore down upon the Electra’s stern, and round- 
ing it, crossed the ‘line just thirteen seconds 
aiter the last signal was given. The Katrina 
atarted for the line as soon as the Titania, and, 
as she was behind her, was handicapped. 

Both yachts started away close hauled on the 
starboard tack, carryirg mainsails, club top- 
sails, forestaysails, jibs, and jibtopsails, the 
latter having been broken out just as the 
Electra was left behind. Everything was favor- 
able to the Katrina’e sailing at her best, and 
when from the start it was plain that the ‘i- 
tania was not only outpointing her, but out- 
footing her as well, all were convinced that the 
Trace belonged to the Titania. She hugged the 
western shore of the Hook to Keep out 

the influence ot the tide as 

uch as possibie, and when the Hook was 
assed a little fresher breeze made her dv still 
etter work. The Katrina held her course 
ravely, but, unfortunately for her, her ceurse 
fiid not iay far eno@gh to windward. At Buoy 
6, off the point of the Hook, there was fully a 
inute’s difference between the yacnts in the 
[itania’s favor. There the Katrina got a better 
wind, and held her own in speed for a short dis- 


sance. 

At 11:45 they went in stays with the Titania 
pver a quarter of a mile nearer the first mark. 
Ten minutes later the starboard tack was taken 
again and held until 12:44, when Capt. Haff 
thought he could tetch Sandy Hook Lightship 
pn the other tack. He passed below it, how- 
»ver, and tacked again, rounding the mark 5 
minutes and 51 seconds in the lead, a gain of 5 

inutes 12 seconds on the windward work 

om the start, over adistance of abeut nine 
muos. 

It was a close reach on the port tack to the 
stakeboat anchored off the Shrewsbury Kocks, 
and again the Titania increased herlead. Capt. 
Berry set an intermediate jibtopsail in the place 
of the small one he had carried to the lightship, 
but it tillea abuck and did not appear to be any 
Improvement. The yachts tacked around the 
outer mark, the Titania being 7 minutes 40 sec- 
onds in the lead, a gain on the reach of 1 min- 
ute and 49 seconds, 

The sail back to the lightship was with the 
wind over the starboard quarter, and this was 
the only part of the race in which the Katrina 
sailed the.faster. She had gained twenty-four 
seconds when she rounded the mark and began 


* the chase back to Buvy 10. Baligon jibtopsails 


were set, the Katrina carrying hers to the finish, 
while the Titania’s was taken in before she 
reached Bouy 5, off the Hook. The wind fresh- 
ened to fifteen knots on this sail and the last 
buoy was passed with the Titania 7 minutes 
aud 18 seconds in the lead, naving gained two 
—— from the lightship, with the wind on 
er port quarter. 

The actual lead over the course wus 6 min- 
utes 39 seconds, but taking into consideration 
the handicapped time and the Katrina’s allow- 
ance of 19 seconds for the thirty-two-mile 
course, the Titania won by 6 minutes 59 
seconds. 

The lust of the series of races hetween the 
yachts will be sailed to-day. The figures taken 
yesterday were as follows:

WIINESS BRIGGS'’S BOOK. 


A CURIOUS PHASE OF A RATHER COM- 
PLICATED LITIGATION, 

A motion was*’made yesterday before Judge 
Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers, by Mr. 
Louis O. Vandorn, counsel for the Garfield Na- 
tional Bank, to punish Frank Colwell and bis 
counsel, William B. Ellison, for contempt of 
court in violating the rights of a witness, Sam- 
uel B. Briggs, in a hearing before a referee, 
Judge Andrews reserved his decision. 

Frank Colwell is the receiver of the estate 
of his father, Joseph Colwell, who was a mem- 
ber of the firm of 8. S. Hepworth & Co. Hep- 
worth & Co. failed, and among their creditors 
were the Garfield National Bank and Mr: 
Delamater of the Delamater Iron Works. “Shey 
began proceedings against the Colwell estate. 
George H. Robinson, one of the bank officials, 
was also one of the testamentary trustees of 
Joseph Colwell, and a son-in-law of Mr. Dela- 
mater. He being thus in a complicated posi- 
tion, resigned as a trustee of the Colwell 
estate. He was charged by Frank Colwell 
with having discharged his duties as trustee 


in a dilatory manner, and proposed to go over 
his accounts. Mr. Briggs, Who was subpcnaed 
as a witness, brought a book full of accounts 
between the executors of Joseph Colwell and 
his receiver, hisson Frank Colwell. When 
Colwell saw this peok he got it in his posses- 
sion and refused to return it. : 

Mr. Ellison and Mr. Colwell were defended 
yesterday before Judge Andrews by Theodore

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| CHUMMING FOR BLUEFISH 


SUCCESSHUL SPORT IN IHE 
' GREAT SOUTH BAY. 

GOOD FISHING OF VARIOUS ‘KINDS RE- 
PORTED FROM FAVORITE SALT AND 


FRESH WATER RESORTS. 
umming for bluefish in the Great South 


4] Bay has been the most successful sport of ‘the 


past. week, The channel in the bay, which 
eventually reaches the ocean through Fire 
Island Inlet, is the fishing ground and it is easy 
of access, From Babylon a South Bay catboat 
can be obtained for about: $5 per day, and from 
that point it is a short gail tothe channel. From 
any of the towns as far down as Bellport the 
boatloads ‘of chummers start, and witb a brisk 
breeze the ride is a most exhilarating one and 
well worth taking, | 

A gentleman from Bayshore, who was in 
town yesterday purchasing tackle, said that 
Thursday’s run of bluefish was a remarkable 
one and that better fishing could not be asked 
for. His fish were not large, but averaged two 
pounds each, and one bore down the scales to 
the four-pound mark, A barre! had hardly room 
for its head when the party had finished throw- 
ing their fish into it. They were anchored in 
the channel near the elbow—a favorite spot, 
among the south-side boatmen, 

Chumming for bluefish affords the angler a 
good opportunity toenjoy sport with a com- 
paratively light rod, and not a little skill is re- 
quired in playing a fish when he is to be 
landed with light tackle. The general run of 
fishermen simply hook on a piece of moss bun- 
ker to a hand line and throw it out, but there 13 
much more pleasure in using a rod. It should 
be a well-constructed one, however, as a blue- 
fish is very bard on tackle of all kinds. A split 
bamboo rod, if the fish are abundant, is often 
turned and twisted out of shape. Bass rods are 
more frequently used with rather stiff i put 
springy. A large reel, capable of containing at 
least. 200 feet of strong, well-twisted line, 
should be used. 

On arriving at the fishing,grounds a flag 
flying from a boat at anchor indicates a bait- 
boat, apd, running alongside, for a dollar a 
hundred bunkers are transferred to the cat- 
boat. Coming to an anchor in the channel, the 
boatmen chop upthe bunkers and commence 
oa the lumps to be carried away by the 
tide, : 
The bincfish meeting with this line of oily 
bait follow itup against the tide, evidently 
with greedy desire to find its source and clean 
out the supply at one fell swoop. A solid chunk 
is put on the double-snelled large-sized hook 
and thrown outin the train of chums and al- 
lowea to be carried by the tide from sixty to 
eighty feetoreven more fromm the boat. hen 
a little, feeble niobling-is felt the fisherman may 
be sure that it is not a biuetish. It is a miserable 
little sea robin or toadfish, or, perhaps, an am- 
bitious silver-sided young porgy, who imagines 
he 1s capable of swallowing a chunk of fvod 
half as big as Le is, 

When the bluofish seizes the bait, the first inti- 
mation is probabiy the sensation of having the 
rod nearly jerked out of one’s hand. The fish 
from this time forth will not be quiet, andin his 
efforts to get rid of that ugly iron barb piercing 
him to the quick will throw himself aboutin a 
crazy frenzy, leaping up io the air, shaking his 
gillg, and boiling the water into foam with a 
powerful movement of the tail. Of ceurse, he 
will try to tangle up every other line that is 
out from the boat, and in: a spirit of clean dev- 
iltry attempt to call out emphatie words, such 
as usually accompany tangled tackle. After a 
series of capers and plenty of running and 
jumping, the fish tires and comes up to the boat 
under gentle pressure if adocile manner, and 
soon lies panting in the boat, with an ex- 
pression as though wishing to say, ‘I’ve made 
@ good fight, haven’t I? Then he lies 
silent fora moment — —— to making a 
tremendous !eap in an effort to get back to the 
water. It is not wise to be of an investigating 
turn of mind as regards a bluefish’s mouth after 
he has landed. A lacerated thumb or crushed 
tinger would be the probable result. 

Great care should be taken that the chum is 
fresh. Moss bunkers two or three days old will 
make the boat almost unjnbabitable, and it is 
not to be expected that a nice’ clean bluefish is 
going to look at rotten bait. Half the failures 
of — at Fire Island are owing to the poor 
bait. Ifthe chumis oid and no better can be 
obtained, itis well to catch a few sea robins or 
porgies and cut them up to put on the hook, as 
the older the moss bunkers the easier it will 
wash off the hook. 

The chumming will last pretty much all Sum- 
mer. Ofcourse there are days when, owlug to 
heavy storms or reasons known oOhly to the fish 
themselves, they refuse to bite. Itis a pleasant 
trip for ladies and family parties. The great 
South Bay catboats are fitted up with easy 
chairs and lounges. 

Tho weakfishing in Jamaiea Bay continues to | 
be fair, although the fish are running rather small, 
averaging under a pound in weight. In Prince’s 
Bay the fishing has not veen steady. Fiah have 
been caught on some duys in sufficient quantities 
to give pleasant sport, but on other days they 
have maintained a decided reserve and kept 
away from bait. The old fishermen down there 
Say as the sexson advances the fish will do better. 

Tn Long Island Sound they are taking weak- 
fisn in fair quantities. Off Matinecock Poiut 
the best success was had. It is readily reached 
from Gien Cove and is a pleasant region. 
Three pounds and one half is about the weight 
of the best tish taken there. 

Black bass have been biting better in Green- 
wood Lake recently. Some nice ones have been 
taken in the moonlight with pork rind for a 
lure. One or two over five pounds in weight 
have been taken in the lake, 

It has been great pickerel weather lately. The 
showers ia the hot afternoons have stirred them 
up, and they have snapped at spoon and live 
bait with great avidity. 

The flounders are still at City Island, and the 
fishermen using two hooks sometimes pull up a 
blacktish on one and a flounder on the other. 

Rainbow trout of over two pounds. weight 
have recently been caught atthe South Side 
Club preserve. ‘The members of the club be- 
came tired of them some time ago, and turned 
them into the stream which joins the salt water 
of the bay. The rainbows, with salmon-like 
instinct, take to the salt water, and return in 
goodly size, A party at the club this week 
enjoyed a twenty-four pound salmon sent down 
by William J. Florence, from the Restigouche: 

There was no difficulty in catching the limit 
of trout allowed in the waters of the club.

HISTENING TO 

State Assessors Staley N. Wood and Jobn D. 
Ellis were anxious attendants upon the hearing 
in the tax suit between the State and the city, 
which went on yesterday afternoon in the Tax 
Commissioners’ office before ex-Judge Edwin 
Countryman of Albany as referee. They were 


‘anxious because they. were afraid they would 


be asked some awkward questions about the 
trick which they, their associate Assessor, 
James L. Wiliams of Poughkeepsie, and Alfred 
©. Chapin, then State Controller, put through at 
the meeting of the state Board of Equalization 
in Ootober, 1887, by which the totals of the 
taxable valuation of Kings County were falsely 
raised $10,000,000 in order that Mr. Chapin 
might get up at the meeting and get some dem- 
agogic reputation in Brooklyn by moving to re- 
duce the valuation of Kings County $10,000,000, 

One additional point has come out since THE 
Times exposed this trick three weeks ago. It 


seems that the State Assessors had printed 
tables prapared in advance of the meeting of 
the State Board of Equalization, so that, each 
member of the board might have a copy for 
reference, In these printed tables the totals of 
Kings County were not falsely raised as they 
were in the official tables, which were on a sheet 
of paper in writing. 

he burden of the defense which the State 
Assessors, a8 members of the State Board of 
Equalization, are making to the accusation 
that they unjustly raivea New-York City’s taxa- 
bie valuation in 1887 $119,000,000, in order that 
it should, as usual, relieve the rural districts of 
their just share of taxation, is that they acted 
in ager faith, got all the informafion they could, 
and did all that honest men coulddo. The 
counsel for the city, the Chapin trick having 
been discovered, will now ask the State As- 
sessors how they can any longer set up any 
claim to good faith and honesty, and will argue 
that all their acts must be viewed with sua- 
Dicion as those of men who would be guilty of 
almost any connivance to accomplish their ends. 

With a view to doing the best he could to es- 
tablish the efforts of the State Assessers to get 
information as to the true value of property in 
this city, Mr. Poste yesterday afternoun re- 
called Michael Coleman, the President of the 
Board of Tax Commissioners, to the witness 
stand, and tried ‘to get him to say that he had 
not given them all the information in his 
power. Mr. Coleman, however, repudiated the 
suggestion. He said: “I am very sure I volun- 
teerea to give them everything [had. I volun- 
teered all the information in relation to the 
business that brought the State Assessors here. 
I got thom all the information in my power, as 
far as the time allowed. The Assessors wouldn’t 
stop any longer. They said they had some- 
where else to go. IT hadin this office all the de- 
tails necessary for them to learn asto the 

roper value of real estate in this olty, and 

hey could have obtained more information by 
remaining here.”’ 

Mr. Coleman testified that his orders to his 
deputies were to assees all real estate at its fair 
market value, and personal property at its full 
value. He admitted that a greut deal of per- 
sonal property escaped taxation, owing to 
causes that could not be prevented. About 85 
per cent. of it was “aworn off’ by persons who 
offset debts against it. 

Staley N. Wood, one of the State Assessors, 
was put upon the stand by Mr. Poate to explain, 
if he could, what he meant when he testified at 
@ previous hearing that the increase in valua- 
tion of 1887 had been “spread equally over the 
State,” which would add about 442 per cent. to 
each county. Of course this was not so, as New- 
York alone got $119,000,000 of the $126,000,000 
ofincrease. Mr, Wood said that he had made that 
statement unadvisedly, and, having since con- 
sulted with Mr. Ellis, had come to the conoclu- 
sion that it was not so.

‘THE BOARD OF ELECTRICAL CONTROL 


HAS A SPASM OF ENERGY. 
The Board of Electrical Control had a spasm 


‘of activity yesterday and sent acouple of in- 


spectors to different parta of the city to lay low 
as many as halfadozen telegraph poles. The 
inspectors and some men frum the Bureau of 
Incumbrances did a part of what they had been 
sent todo, and then finding work rather tire- 
some in warm weather postponed further 
efforts until to-day, when, if there is a cool 
northwest breeze and if it doesn’t rain, they 
may complete their task. 

Along Park-row from .Ann-street to the en- 
trance to the Brooklyn Bridge there were yes- 
terday morning a tew Western Union poles 
which had passed their usefulness for that 
company and were used by the East River Elec- 
tric Light Company for stringing its wires pro- 
viding light along Newspaper-row. There were 
a Dumber of dead telegraph wires on the poles, 
and the electric currents bad been cut off from 
the East River lines,so the workmen had no 
diificulty in removing the useless coils. The 
men from the Bureau of Incumbrances, directed 
by Inspector Roth, began at Ann-street, and by 
8 P.M. had removed four of the poles.’ Tne 
electric lights from Beekman-street tu the bridge 
were cut out, and so Printing House-square, 
with the —— of light received from the 
newspaper offices and from City Hall Park, was 
in darkness after sunset. Frem Ann to Beek- 
Man street the United States Company fur- 
nished light from wires strung from its own 
poles. which remain standing because there is 
no conduit there for electric light lines. 

Two vig peles in front of 1 and 7 Abingdon-

A suit is pending before Surrogate Abbott, in 
Brooklyn, to recover $21,757 from the estate of 
William A. Hoar, which if decided in the plaint- 
iff’s favor will leave Mr. Hoar’s widow and 
children penniless. This was just what Mr. 
Hoar wanted to do before he died, and the de- 
fense in the present case is largely an argument 
that the plaintiff, Gersham Rusling, is a party to 
a plan to eat up the estate, 

For several years before his death Mr. Hoar 
lived unhappily with his wife, and she at last 


obtained a limited divorce from him. He was 
ordered to pay her alimony, but would not do 
80. He had been sued by a man named Worta 
for $1,000 damages, and he induced Worth to 
make his claim $10,000. A judgment was ren- 
dered, which amounted with interest and costs 
to over $12,000, Then. Hoar confessed judg- 
ment in other cases, until nis debts amount 
ed to $20,000. He pleaded insorvency 
as areasonu for not paying his wife alimony, 
and was released from Raymond-Street Jail, 
where he had been confined. He then went tu 
Connecticut and prepared to sue for divorce, 
but died before the case got into court. The 
udgments against him were assigned to Rus- 
ing, who at once brought an action against the 
estate. The hearing was set down for July 9. 

Mrs. Hoar alleges that her husband settled 
Worth’s claim for $200 cash and the other judg- 
ments for equally small cash payments.

APOLLINARIS OR VICTORIA. 


A QUESTION OF LABELS LAID BEFORE 
JUDGE ANDREWS. 

Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday, reserved his decision-or a motion 
made by Joseph H. Choate and Hen'ry Melville, 
for an injunction in favor of the Apollinaris 
Company, restraining Daniel Brubscher from 
selling mineral water not coming from the 
Apoliinaris Spring as Apollinaris w=ter, and 
from using labels so much like those ‘used by 
the Apollinaris Company that the public is 
deceived. Mr. Brabacher, who keeps a wine 
room on Union-square, was not so much the 
object of the Apollinaris Company's wrath 
as the company which puts up the Victoria 
water in botties, which, it is alleged, are labeled 
so as to bear a general and deceiving resom- 
biance to the Apollinaris bottles. 

Mr, Melville read the affidavits of stveral gen- 


tlemen, among them Maurice 8. Wormeser, a 
lawyer, who said they had been given Victoria 
water at Brubacher’s when they had called for 
Apollinaris water. Mr. Wormser knew from the 
taste of the water thatit was not Apoli\naris,and 
the bartender reluctantiy showed him the bottle, 
which was a Victoria water bottle. Mr. Worm- 
ser had no interest in the Apollinaris Company, 
but objected to baing exposed to the danger ef 
drinking some other liquid when he called for 
Apollinaris water. 

Another gentleman had sent a mesitenger boy 
with a written order for a bottle of /.pollinaris, 
and had received from Brubacher’s a bottle of 
Victoria water. Still another had sat down 
with friends at a table in Brubacter’s place, 
and the waiter had brought him Vic’ oria water 
when he called for Apollinaris, concgaling the 
label with his hand. 

In reply to affidavits of Mr. Brubacher and 
the agent of the Victoria water, alleging that 
German mineral waters were put up in bottles 
labeled so as to bear a general resemblance, 
Mr. Melville read an affidavit giving a long list 
of persons and firms that have givep up using 
labels similar to Apollinaris labels when the 
Apollinaris Company had threatened legal 
measures. In the list were the names of com-

udge Andrews as being labeled like to those of 
the Apollinaris Company.

dent there was a similarity of the Apollinaris 
and Victoria labels in form, size, color, and lo- 
cation on the bottles. It was very evident why 
the labels were thussimilar. Theonly question 
he cared to hear discussed was whether the law 
permitted the Victoria Company to use labels 
that bore sueh a resembjance to the Apollinaris 
labels. When the Apollinaris Company had 
been first in the fleid with labels of a certain 
size and color, it was not an accident that the 
Victoria labels were of the same size and color. 
There had been some design. He supposed it 
was because the Victoria Company was enabled 
to sell more water by the similarity. 
Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson arzued that it had 
become the custom to use for mineral waters 
bottles of a certain shape and similar labels, 
and that the Victoria Company had the right to 
use labels similar to those of the Apollinaris 
Company a8 long as it distinguished the spring. 
The closeness of appearance Was not such as 
to deceive a careful person.
